CHINA AND JAPAN. 


-Diplomatic 
Gr8at Conflagration in Tokio- 
Differences. 


The steamer City of Peking, with dates 
from IIongkoBg to February ISth, and from 
Yokohama to March 2d, arrived at San 
Francisco Thursday. 
The fn'jr.wirg from 
the Yokohama I/eruiil of Mar th 1st con­ 
tains the principal items of news received : 


JAPAN. 
. 
On the 11th of February a ‘ire broke ont 
in Tokio, and, driven by a sti one northwest 
wind, consumed in the short rone, of nine 
hoars forty-four streers and 7,4 lb houses, 
warehouses, etc. 
The destruction caused 
by these fearful conflagrations is very great. 
The fire of January 25th consumed above 
10,000 house., so that about one-tuuth of 
the city has been destroyed in two fires. 
An exhibition of agriculture, manufact­ 
ures and art was opened in Tokio to-day 
with an imposing ceremony. 
Hi- Imperial 
Majesty, the Mikado, attended hv th e Im ­ 
perial princes, members of the Supreme 
Council of State, chiefs of Government 
departments, and a number of kir h offi­ 
cials, were present. 
W ith the exception of the lir- 
ports, 
the whole of Japan is closed to commerce. 
Large quantities of surplus grain and other 
exportable commodities could he readily 
disposed of by producers, if they were per­ 
mitted to charter foreign vessels to trans­ 
port cargoes from non-treaty ports to open 
ports, whence shipments could be made to 
China and elsewhere ; or from non-treaty 
ports to foreign ports direct. 
T:.;s priv­ 
ilege is granted to 
officially-supported 
trading companies, but resolutely denied 
to the people. 
An action at law, possessing peculiar in­ 
terest, is being heard before the Tokio 
Saibansho. 
The defendant is of a rank 
which places him beyond the jur . ■ iction 
of the C o u rt; and a petition to the Mikado 
had to be made to compel his attendance. 
Inquiry shows that a considerable number 
of officials and ex-officials posse, s the 
privilege of being superior to civil iaw. 
A visit is expected from the King of 
Hawaii, who is now traveling round the 
world, one of the objects of the visit to 
Japan being to induce Japanese immi­ 
gration into Hawaii ; but it is more than 
probable that the Government of Japan 
will discountenance a project which would 
deprive this country ot the labor for which 
there will be abundant employment when 
commerce is freed from the vexatious re­ 
strictions of the time. 
Some ahizobi in Kochi hen have joined 
together in order to raise a sub notion 
which they intind to distribut arc ng the 
moBt unfortunate people of Irelaud 
They 
have drawn up a document which is to Vie 
circulated among those who wish to join 
the enterprise. 
It runs as follows : Ac­ 
cording to our philanthropic duty to our 
foreign brethren, we intend to bestow a 
portion of our labor in giving a donation to 
the people of Ireland, who are in a most 
oppressed condition. 
The old proverb 
tavs : “ It is not heroic to abandon iaitli- 
fnlness when it is present before our eyes.” 
For this reason people who approve of the 
enterprise will send their subscriptions to 
the Kochi Shhnlun office. 
According to the census lately taken by 
the Fucho authorities the population of 
Tokio amounts to 1,140.566, of whom 585,- 
5S8 are males and 554,87S females. 
CHINA. 
Advices from China are not pleasing. 
The all-absorbing topic is the strained re­ 
lations b, tween that country and Japan. 
The impression gathered by a close ob­ 
server is that China is smarting under a 
keen sense of wrongs inflicted by Japan 
while China was in difficulties, and threat­ 
ened with attack from the common enemy 
of both countries. 
This feeling ha3 not, 
it is said, its origin in the Formosa atlair ; 
but the Loochoo transaction is opemlr 
spoken of as an insolent aggressir.i, tmr’ 
intolerable to be borne. 
W e fu rth r.- learn 
that as Chung How made a secret treaty.• 
with Russia directly concerning Japan, 
the second or Tseng treaty has also its 
secret agreement or compact relating to 
thi3 country. 
The terms of the settlem ent 
with Russia are given out with much os- 
stentation ; but well-informed people re ­ 
gard those terms as materially qualifier? 
by subsidiary compacts, the terms or whi ih: 
are not now even hinted at. 
The nrti jide- 
of China may mean nothing more thanv 
a standing menace, hard to be borne, yest 
impossible to remove, compelling Japan to- 
waste her time, energies and substance 
upon preparations for war, which, will 
cruelly afflict the people of this cr.nutJry, 
The Shanghai Oourier says: “ li. i t ’, 
the Japanese Minister to the court at Pek­ 
in, arrived here February 17th 1,/ the 
steamer Peking, after a trip ove! md to 
Chinkiang. 
I t is rumored that dii.icultiss 
have again cropped up relative to the Loo- 
choo question ; also a. regards Corea.” 
News reaches us from the north of gi­ 
gantic enterprises on the part of the 
Chinese. 
I t is said that a high official is 
now on his way to France to negotiate with 
M. De Lesseps for coolies to construct the 
Panama canal, while another siheme is 
under consideration to supply Brazd with 
many thousands of coolies ; and that if the 
negotiations in relation thereto are success­ 
ful the China Merchants Steam Navigation 
Company’s fleet is to be increased by fif­ 
teen ocean-going vessels.

AGBICULTUE.AL.

Corn-Planting; and Sheep-iYasiiing—Select­ 
ing Cows—April Showers in March 
—Oxen on the Farm. 


The old-time custom on the New England 
and Northern State farm was to wash the 
sheep immediately after planting corn. Corn- 
planting was generally finished in the eariy 
days of May. Sheep-washing was made a 
sort of holiday. The boys were sent out in 
the early morning to gather up the sheep and 
drive thern to the place of washing. Tins 
place was generally to some small creek or 
brook in the neighborhood, and not nnfre- 
quently the crossing of such creek or 
brook, with the public road or highway, be­ 
came the general sheep-washing ground or 
place for the whole neighborhood for miles 
around; the bridge across the creek being 
converted into a sort of corral for the season, 
each farmer in turn used it for his flock. 
Temporary bars being constructed at each 
end of the bridge, the sheep were driven into 
the temporary pen or corral, the men, put­ 
ting on a suit of old clothes, go into the water 
about waist deep, and the boys catch and 
throw the sheep in as fast as the men wash 
them. The washing is done by gathering the 
wool up iu bunches and squeezing and wash­ 
ing the dirt out of it. W ien the water is no 
longer discolored by the washing, the wool is 
prenouno ''i clean, and the saeep is conducted 
to the sloping bank, and after draining a few 
minutes is allowed to go, carrying with it a 
clean fierce of wool. 
The flock having 
been washed i 1 this w,.y, is driven 
s.ewly home by the boys, while the 
men, after putting on dry clothes, go home 
in wagons. Thus perhaps the public bridge 
on the highway will be used by a hundred 
farmers each spring as a pen for holding 
their sheep for washing in the pure running 
water of the stream below it. After wash­ 
ing, the sheep are tyrued into a clean-sodded 
pasture until the wool is dry—generally about 
a week to ten days—and then the shearing 
begins. It is this washing of the wool on the 
sheep that gives to Eastern wool a higher 
quotation in the market than the California 
wools bear. If the farmers of California 
had their regular corn-planting and sheep 
shearing season, we should tee in it an indi­ 
cation of a more general rural prosperity. 
These routines of farmers’ work are sure in­ 
dications of a varied agriculture, s’-d hence 
of great agricultural success. If every 
farmer in California planted corn and sheared 
sheep each year there would be no cause 
of apprehension as to the general result 
of our agricultural operations. As it is, but 
comparatively few fanners plant corn, and 
fewer still wash and shear sheep. As a rule, 
California farmers do not engage in diversi­ 
fied culture, but select some article and de­ 
vote their wh la time and energies to its 
cultivation. Thu3, we have oar wool grow­ 
ers, our wheat-growers, our winegrowers, 
our hog farmers, our dairymen, our beei- 
growers, our fruiogrowers, our vegetable- 
growers, etc., to the eud of the list. Farming 
in California has become almost a3 much of a 
commercial venture as a venture in the culti­ 
vation of the soil. Each farmer selects his 
specialty, and gives little attention to any­ 
thing outside of that specialty. Hence, it is 
that but few California farmers look 
to their farm as the source of sup­ 
port 
for their families, 
and. hence 
it is that so many fail in securing for their 
families a good living or instilling into their 
girls and boys a love or even a respect for the 
occupations of their parents. We would 
like to see the old custom of planting corn 
and washing sheep of the Atlantic slope in­ 
troduced on the Pacific slope, feeling certain 
that the good old times to farmers would 
come with this custom. Those who have no 
Bheep cannot of course enj >y the picnic ex­ 
cursion of their Eastern brothers to the 
brook acro33 the road and the spring wash all 
around iu the pure, running water, but the 
peculiarity of the past winter preventing the 
seeding of the usual area of wheat and the 
full supply of water in the soil suggest the 
propriety of a more general plantirg of 
corn throughout the wheat-growing districts. 
Corn, if planted iu soii iu good tilth iu 
most any of the wheat sections will this year 
make a good and paying crop, and put the 
land iu just as good condition for wheat iu 
the fall aB if summer-fallowed. Then why 
not substitute corn for w heat for a change? 
Then why not also look around this spring or 
Rummer and make one more innovation into 
the old one crop system of wheat this year 
and wneat next year and wheat ail the time? 
After planting the corn go out among the 
wool-growers and buy a dozen selected ewes 
and lambs, and be prepared next year to say 
that you have fully introduced the old custom 
of your fathers of planting corn and shearing 
sheep, though according to the custom of the 
country you do not wash them. 
Selecting Cows for a Butter Dairy. 
It is not. always the cow that gives the 
most milk that makes the most or the best 
butter ; on the contrary, a very large flow of 
milk is a circumstance that should cause ex­ 
tra caution iu selecting such cow for butter- 
making. It is very seldom that the best but­ 
ter-making cow gives the largest quantity of 
milk. 
This may look a little strange 
to the uninitiated, but it is never­ 
theless true, and when looked into 
rationally it is not strange at all. 
The most satisfactory way to select a good 
butter-maker is to milk her, say twice, and 
set the milk, skim and churn the cream. The 
cream rises more readiiy and separates more 
completely from good butter-making milk 
than from that that has less butter and more 
cheese in it. The skim milk of good butter- 
making cows is thinner and bluer than the 
skim milk of good cheese-makers. The 
cream itself has a coarser grain and seemB 
more brittle, and when put into the 
churn separates more readily and more fully. 
Milk from some cows will make twice the 
amount of butter that the same quantity of 
milk from other cows will. Hence the im- 
jMirtance of careful selection will be realized. 
When the actual test of skimming and churn­ 
ing cannot be made before selecting a cow for 
a butter dairy, then it becomes necessary to 
exercise good judgment by the examina­ 
tion of natural points of each indi­ 
vidual cow. 
One of the first 
of 
these is the color of the skin. 
This 
can be seen about the bag itself or on 
the inside of the ear. If the skin be of a 
lively bright yellow it is perfectly safe to 
take the cow for a good rich milk giver. The 
color of the hair or the softness to the touch 
is no guide iu this respect, but you must look 
through the hair to the skin itself. There 
are broad distinctions between the breeds of 
cattle in respect to their butter-making qual­ 
ities. As a rule, Holstein or Hutch 
cows are good milkers, and so are 
the 
Ayrshires ; 
but 
as 
a 
rule 
their milk is not rich in butter, and upon 
examination of the mechanical condition of 
their milk it is found that it is composed of 
very fine particles of butter, inclosed in a 
thick coating of casein, or the property in 
milk of which chee-e is made. On the con­ 
trary, as a rule the Hurham and the Jersey 
and Guernsey cows’ miik upon the same ex­ 
amination is found to contain similar parti­ 
cles cf butter, but much larger, and each 
of these particles is covered with a 
very thin coiting of the same casein. 
It therefore follows that the milk of the 
Holstein and Ayrshire cows are as good for 
cheese, while that of the Durhams and 
Jerseys and Guernseys is good for butter. It 
is also noticed that there is a very strong 
contrast in the c jlor.pf the milk of the two 
former breeds of cows and that of the last 
named. This color distinction follows the 
color of the skin or the breed of the cow. If, 
therefore, a cheese or milk dairy is sought it 
is better to eelect Ayrshire or Holstein 
cows, but if the object be to form a butter 
dairy, preference should be given to the 
Durhams or Jerseys or Guernseys, or crosses 
between them. 
April Showers in March. 
March is but half goce and yet our April 
showers have been coming and going for 
nearly a month. This is indicative of a cer­ 
tain end of heavy storms and high water for 
the season. For the past three years our 
heavy rains and high water have been de­ 
layed till late in the season. Three years 
ago the highest water occurred about the 20th 
of February. This was regarded as a very- 
late season, and so it was, as the rains con­ 
tinued to fall and the water was kept up to 
flood hight till late in April. Two years ago 
our rains were a caía late and the rivers roads 
were interrupted by high water till June and 
July, but the storms of 1SS0 came later than 
on any previous year within our present re­ 
collection. It was the 20th of April when 
the high water of the season oc­ 


curred and great damage was done to 
crops on the low lands. Earge quantities of 
hay was at this time ready to cut. and some 
had already been cut and was standing in the 
cock. The water coming up flooded the 
lands in the midst of the haying, not only 
ruining the crcp already grown, but killing 
the grass and preventing the growth of all 
future crops. The early recurrence of the 
April winds and showers this season is gen­ 
erally regarded as a guarantee against the 
recurrence of high water, as in the past three 
seasons, at a period to interfere with growing 
crops or with the haying season. These 
April showers, coming so early, are giving 
farmers on the river bottoms confidence, and 
the work of plowing and seeding is going on 
briskly. Those who one month ago were em­ 
phatic in their declarations that they 
would never put iu another seeding of 
alfalfa, are to-day sowing and cover­ 
ing this seed as confidently as though 
they had forgotten all about high water. 
This confidence comes from the fact that the 
April showers are occurring in March, and 
from the further fact that there is hut lit­ 
tle snow in the mountains. Should showers 
prove deceptive, and should there be as there 
has been heretofore, after this date, a heavy 
snow-storm in the mountains, followed or ac­ 
companied by a warm rain all over the State, 
the destruction of property and damage on 
the lowlands will be even greater thau in 
February. Let us hope that our early April 
showers are not deceptive, and that our 
spring has fairly opened, and that the recent­ 
ly overflowed districts may have a favorable 
season and good crops. 
Oxen on the Farm. 
Forty rears ago the ox was considered in­ 
dispensable as a draft animal on the farm. 
Very much of the cultivation of the soil was 
at that period done by oxen. 
Breaking up 
fir summer fallow was almost universally 
d me by the use of oxen, using from three to 
four yoke on a single plow. 
This was the 
favorite place to break in young stters. 
A 
goad heavy yoke was placed next the plow, 
tuen before them was placed one or 
two, and some times three yoke of 
steers, and a quick hand yoke of 
cattle in the lead. One or two boys to drive 
an t a man to hold the plow handles and the 
summer-fallow ing rig wascomplete. When the 
“ breaking up ” wue finished the team was 
broken up, placing ore yoke of steers on a 
drag with a yoke of oxen in t'ne lead, and the 
boys commenced The work of the fallow land 
for the season, while the men attended the 
corn and potatoes and prepared for haying 
and harvest. With these ox and steer teams 
the 
summer-fallow 
was 
cross-plowed 
once before harvest, and generally once, 
some times twice after harvest, and 
sown and dragged in in the fall. In this old 
way of using oxen and steers in tire farm 
work there was great economy aud saving of 
expense. The yoke oidy cost from two to 
three dollars, and not uulrequently was made 
on the faun from timber cut thereon, costing 
only a little time of employment on rainy 
days. In th¡3 way the young steers were 
made gentle, and made to pay for their keep­ 
ing from the age of two years till they were 
four or five years old, when they were turned 
off to the butcher, and tha money they 
brought was clear gain to the farmer. In the 
clearing off of woodland oxen were a neces­ 
sity. Hence in new countries the ox was al­ 
ways among the pioneer choppers and loggers. 
Iu the early days of California a great many 
immigrants came across the plains to the 
State with ox-teams, and oxen were used here 
a great deal up to about 1858 and I860 in 
teaming to the mines,- but as there was but 
little of our California farming lands covered 
with hpavy timber, their use for clearing up 
these lands was not necessary, and they have 
never been used much in the State for plow­ 
ing or other farm work. In the lumbering 
districts of the Sierra Nevada, and among 
the redwood sections of the Coast Range, 
oxen are used a great deal to the present day, 
but their use .on the farm is with rare excep­ 
tions entirely dispensed with throughout the 
State. We doubt if farmers have consulted 
the economical management of their farms in 
thus giving the ox the go-by on their farms. 
Agricultural Intelligence. 
The Game and Fish Commissioners of 
Maiue advise the farmers to make war on 
cats.Hiram Sibley, of Rochester. N. Y., owns 
four hundred farms in New York, Michigan 
and Illinois. 
Mr. Gladstone, in consequence of the agri­ 
cultural depression, has given his tenants 25 
per cent, remission on their yearly rental. 
Over 1,000 hogs died with what is called 
cholera in the neighborhood of Genesee, 
Henry county. 111., within ten days. 
Ten millions of cattle are annually slaugh­ 
tered in this country to supply the home de­ 
mand for meat, which is valued at about 
$4u0,000,000. 
Our exports ot cem to foreign countries 
during 1S80 were about 96.000,000 bushels, 
against 78,000,000 bushels for the preceding 
year.A good deal of stock has frozen to death in 
Morgan county, Illinois, during the recent 
cold spell, thus showing that our farmers are 
no better providers of shelter than their En­ 
glish brethren. 
William F. Dalrymple, of the famous 
grain farm in Dakota, says that the clear 
profit for 1880 was over 8250,000. He raised 
more than 500,000 bushels of wheat on 24,100 
acres, and sold it in Buffalo at a profit of 50 
cents per bushel. 
The champion woman farmer of Maine is 
probably a woman at Minot Center, who has 
herself cut and yarded ten cords of sled- 
length wood this winter. She is a strong 
Scotch woman, about 35 years of age. Her 
husband is living, but past hard work, being 
over 70 years of age. She carries on success­ 
fully a large farm, doing nearly all the work 
herself. 
Some unsophisticated purchasers of honey 
imagine that by buying honey in the comb 
they are sure of getting an unadulterated ar­ 
ticle. A great mistake. There is an estab­ 
lishment in Boston where artificial combs— 
not foundations merely, but combs—are made 
in such perfection that it would require an 
expert to detect the fraud. Paraffiae, not 
wax, is the material used. When the combs 
are made they are filled with imitation honey 
made from glucose, worth three or four cents 
per pound, and flavored to the taste. A hot 
iron is then passed ever, the cells are sealed, 
and the “ comb honey ” is ready for sale. 
All live stock should be kept clean. They 
should not be exposed to severe weather of 
winter, not ODly because it is cruel, but be­ 
cause it does not pay. It costs money for an 
animal to keep itself warm, for it must be 
done at the expense of the food it gets or the 
flesh it has already gained. An animal is in 
many respects an engine, and its food is the 
fuel. Any shelter given to farm stock saves 
in food, just as a Covering to a boiler saves 
fuel. Another kind of exposure is especially 
injurious, that is of horses that have had 
active exercise by driving. If a horse is 
brought in wet with sweat, he should be first 
rubbed down and then blanketed, if the 
weather is cold, otherwise he will be chilled 
and very likely to take cold.

Lord Ashley, the heir of Lord Shaftes­ 
bury, tha uncompromising Low Church­ 
man, is said to have become a member of 
the ritualistic organization known as the 
“ Order of the Corporate Reunion,” 
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Th* Lira or C'ckr". In two volumes. By Anthony 
Trollope. New York : Harper & Bros. San Fran­ 
cisco : A. L. Bancroft A Co. Svo, muslin ; pp. 
345 each. 
Trollope had this taek suggested by the 
earlier volumes of Merivale’s “ History of 
the Romans Under the Empire.” He says 
his book springs from love for the man and a 
heartfelt admiration of his virtues. Trollope, 
while moving in the verdict which admits 
Cicero’s intellect aud industry, takes issue 
with scholars as to his patriotism, courage and 
sincerity. He finds the great orator and 
rhetorician to have breu in advance of “ the 
dead intellectualities ” of Roman life, to have 
stepped out iuto moral perceptions, natural 
affections, domesticity, philanthropy—to 
have loved his neighbor as himself. Trollope 
takes open issue with Macaulay, who pr - 
nounced him as at the head of minds of the 
second order; with Deau Merivale, who 
thought him ouly once or twice, and 
for a moment only, a real power in 
the State; with Forsyth, who prom unced 
him insincere; with Froude, who found lit­ 
tle to praise and nearly all to censure. He 
inveighs bitterly against the insufficiency of 
the evidence on which the Encycloj aelia 
Britannica charges that Cicero was open to 
be bought in the time of the first triumvirate 
So on through the list Mr. Trollope takes 
i-nue with the leading scholars and writers, 
and this indicates the scope and trend of the 
volumes before us, which delineate the literary 
man, as well as the politician, whose faults 
he admits, but whose overshadowing virtues 
he so much admires. He admits Cicero to 
have been ambitious ; too human to have been 
perfect; often unscrupulous in his ambition ; a 
loving husband and fat ¡er ; great in speak­ 
ing of his country and almost as little in 
speaking of himself; wonderfully honest in 
money matters, for his times ; in words not 
always equally trustworthy ; a busy-body ; 
possessed of military ardor, he panted to be a 
leader iu triumphs ; one who suffered and 
did not deem it unmanly to proclaim his 
agony; a man with a story fraught 
with 
pathos, 
tragedy, 
energy, 
and 
success ; a man who stepped ont from the 
mass aud went beyond liis tim e; so like 
a Christian that the essential difference can 
hardly be Seen ; a man who taught and prac­ 
ticed Christ’s doctrine, before Christ, to love 
others as ourselves; a believer in one Su- 
E 
reme God, aud in life forever in sume 
eaven. He was a man thoroughly human 
iu all his strength and all his weaknesses; a 
man whose character must be known in order 
that the chief charm of his letters may be 
appreciated. These are, iu brief, the texts 
of Mr. Trollope’s volumes, the allegations he 
sets out to Drove. His work is the most 
scholarly production that has come from his 
pen, and its vigor, depth, analytical pow“r 
and purity of diction places Trollope much 
above the literary l=vel ou which he has here­ 
tofore moved. Tho closing chapter is devoted 
to the religion of Cicero. The author says : 
Cicero no doubt was a p.igan, but he has not 
written as pagans write, uor did he uct as pagans 
acted It was easier for a thoughtful man, and 
pleasanter for a tbouebtle-s. to he ieve in nothing 
than in Jupiter and Juno, Mare aud Venus. Cicero 
did not come at all as a teacher. He never recog­ 
nized the possibility of teaching men a religion, or 
probably the necessity ; but he did see the way to 
so much of truth as to perceive there was a heaven, 
and the way to it m ust be found iu good deeds here 
on earth, and that the goud deeds required of him 
would be kindness to others.

Mrs. Campbell has demonstrated that there 
is room for " another cook bonk.” Speaking 
of the many books of this kiud, she says : 
A year if somewhat exceptional experience—that 
involved iu building up several couking-schools in a 
new locality, demanding the most thorough and 
minute system to assure their success arid pirma- 
ncncc—showed the inadequacies of any existing hand­ 
books. and the necessities to be m et in making a 
ntw one. Thus the present book has a twofold 
character, and not only represents the ordinary re­ 
ceipt nr cook-book, usable in any part of the coun­ 
try and covering all household needs, but covers the 
question naturally arising iu every lesson given, aud 
eudiug in the must necessary points in household 
science. 
She then goes on to show why certain ex­ 
cellent books are not suitable for her purposes 
in starting at the foundation and building up 
ia the minds of the readers an intelligent 
knowledge of the principles of bodily life 
and its sustenance by home comforts and 
wholesome, relishful food. She treats of the 
situation and arrangement of the house; 
ventilation, drainage and water Bupply ; daily 
routine of work ; fires, lights and utensils; 
washing; food and health; condiments and 
beverages, etc. She then takes up market­ 
ing and cooking, and gives several hundred 
excellent practical recipes and hints from the 
cookery of other nations. These are not of 
the high-spiced order, nor yet after the 10­ 
cent dinner and 25-cent-ineal-for-25-people 
style. One of the striking features of the 
book will be heartily appreciated by house­ 
wives, and that is that Mrs. Campbell 
leaves nothing incomplete by directing 
the 
reader to act in this or that 
“ according to taste,” or “ according to 
judgment,” blind expressions which have led 
thousands of women to throw nearly as many 
cook books to the floor in an agony of dis­ 
appointment and chagrin. On the contrary, 
she specifies in each case what to do and tells 
how to do it, for which let all womankind 
bless Mrs. Campbell’s good sense.

proportioned 
“ Weights and Measures,” the “ Time 
TableB" for cooking meats, fish and vege­ 
tables, the “ List of Utensils," “ Hints to 
Teachers,” “ Tablesof Lessons,” “ Questions 
for Examination,” “ List of Authorities” 
and “ Index of Topics” ore all excellent. 
And so we approve of this book, which do«3 
not pretend to point the paved road to success, 
but gives the ea-iest way as the best and 
makes much useful knowledge an open door 
for the average family. 
B ritis h T h o u g h ts an d Th isk n u. By George S. 
Morris, A. M. Chicago: b. C. Griggs A Co. 12mo; 
*1 75. 
Professor Morris is Lecturer on Philosophy 
in the Johns Hopkins University, and is 
known to scholars especially for his transla­ 
tion of Ueberweg’s History of Philosophy. 
In these introductory studies, critical, 
biographical and philosophical, he treats in 
twelve chanters of the “ General Philosoph­ 
ical Attitude of the English Mind,” “ Me­ 
diaeval Anticipations of the Modern English 
Mind,” “ John of Salisbury, Roger Bacon, 
Dans Scotus, William of Occam;” “ En­ 
glishmen of the 
Renaissance—Edmund 
Spenser, Sir John Davies, Richard Hooker; ” 
“ William Shakespeare, Poet-Philosopher;” 
“ Francis Bacon,’ 
“ Thomas Hobbes,” 
“ John Locke,” “ George Berkeley,” “ David 
Hume,” “ Sir William Hamilton,” “John 
Stuart Mill” and “ Herbert Spencer." 
The statement of these subjects shows at 
once the exhaustive scope of the work. In 
the selection of topics he has exercised rare 
judgment, as the names chosen represent 
leaders of thonght and style as types of de­ 
velopment. Professor Morris, with his rare 
scholarship, his long philosophical study and 
his intimate acquaintance with the soul of 
English literature, could Dot but present a 
work of this character with strongest 
attractions 
to the 
literary student. 
It is an introductory work inviting to re­ 
flective and systematic study. His own brief 
and modest expression concerning the volume

This is one of the international scientific 
series. Professor Le Conte in this treatise 
has made it intelligible and interesting to the 
general reader, bat tbe specialist wifi find it 
of value also. The author gives as a reason 
for his work that there is not, to bis knowl­ 
edge, “ any work covering the same ground 
in the English language. Vision has been 
treated either as a branch of optics or else as 
a branch of the nervous system. * * * * 
The form in which the subject is here pre­ 
sented has been developed entirely independ­ 
ently, and as the result of a conscientious 
endeavor to make it clear to students nnder 
my tuition.” The work is very fully illus­ 
trated, and the pages bristle with interesting 
details of experimenta. Binocular vision is 
treated of at length. As that subject is but 
imperfectly treated fcy other writers, and is 
a most fascinating topic, it is very properly 
given full spice in this volume. Some of the 
experiments given in this volume illustrative 
of visual deception are as amusing as they are 
I iteres ting and simple. 


A CrirruRT or D ish o n o r : A Sketch of the United 
etalcs Government’s Dealings with Some of the 
Indian Tribes. By H. H. New York: Harper 
A Brothers. 8an Fr.v -isco: A. L. Bancroft A 
Co. 1 vol., 8vo; pp. 157. 
This work is prefaced by a chapter from 
the pen of Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota, 
an introduction by President Seeiye, of Am­ 
herst College, and is supplemented by an ex­ 
tended appendix of stath-tics, official reports, 
etc. The very title of the book indicates the 
vein of the text, ft is put forth its a sketch, 
not as a history. The author starts out with 
the establishment of the “right of occu­ 
pancy ” by the Indians of this country, and 
of the ultimate sovereignty being in the 
civilized discoverer, as against the savage 
barbarian f.und in occupany. From these 
initial points the writer proceeds to an ex­ 
amination of facts. The book comes in good 
time, and will find the people of the United 
States just now ready to accept and 
judge of it. The author recites the many 
a 'uses and crimes against the Indians 
of America by our Government, in its direct 
acts and by its neglect and permission. The 
blunders of administrations arc pointed out, 
the ucwLe dealings had with the tribes, and 
the conclusion Í9 drawn that as a result the 
century has for the Unit id States Govern­ 
ment beeu one of dishonor, so far as its deal­ 
ings with the ludian tribes are concerned. 
This is a terrible etigma to attach to onr 
country ; but the readers of H. H.’s book 
will close it with the firm conviction that it 
is not wholly undeserved. Bishop Whipple, 
in the preface, enumerates the fearful ex­ 
penditures of our Government in Indian 
management, and adds: 
All tbis while Canada hail no Indian wars. Our 
Government bad expended for the Indians $100 to 
their one. They recuanizu, as «e do. that ihe Indi­ 
ans have a possessor} right to the soil. They pur­ 
chase this i¡¡¡fat by treaty as we do, but their treaties 
are made with the Indian subjects of her Majesty. 
They ret apart permanent reservations for iheui; 
they seldom remove Indians ; they Select agents of 
high character, who receive their appointnu tits for 
life; they make fewer promises, hut they fulfill 
them ; they give the Indians Christian missions 
winch have tho hearty supp rt of Christian people, 
and all their efforts are to wards self-help and civil­ 
ization. 
* 
* 
* 
Our Indian wars are needless 
and wickod. The North American Indian is the 
noblest type of a heathen now upon the i arth. He 
recognizes the Great Spirit; he believes in immor­ 
tality ; he has a quick intellect; he is a clear 
thinker; he is biavt, 1 ves his children, and counts 
it a joy to die for his people. 
Prof. Seeiye, in the “ Introduction,” says : 
The great difficulty with the Indian problem is 
not with the Indian, but with the Government and 
people of the United States. Instead of a literal 
and far sighted policy, looking to the education and 
civilization and possible citiz..nship of the Indian 
tribes, we have suffered these people to remain as 
savages for whose future we have had no adequate 
care, aud to the consideration of whose present 6!ate 
the Government has only been moved when prissed 
by some present danger. We have encroached upon 
their means of subsistence without furnishing them 
any proper return; we have shut thm i upon reserv­ 
ations often notoriously unfit for them, or, if fit, 
we have not hesitated to drive them off for our 
profit, without regard to theirs; we have- treated 
them sometimes as foreign nations w th whom we 
have had treaties; sometimes asvvrds wiio are en­ 
titled fcr no voice in the management of their affai s, 
and sometimes as subjects from whom we have re­ 
quired obedience but to whom we have recognized 
no nbl gations. 
« * - unr Government has 
reaped the whirlwind often, only because it sowed 
tlie wind. 
It is not probable that H. H. has exagger­ 
ated tho facts in the volume under notice ; 
there was no need to do that, the bare recital 
of the truth is humiliating enough and ought 
to work a reform without further effort being 
made. But such will not be the result ; the 
mismanagement and wrong, we fear, will 
continue, certainly they wiii so long as sel­ 
fish interests rule, and though H. H.’s deeply 
interesting book will be read all through the 
land, the errors of the past will be condoned 
and new ones continue to disgrace the history 
of the republic.

This is a history of Greece by a Greek. It 
differs materially from all other histories of 
the Hellenic nation it has been our fortune to 
see or hear of, though strange marks of re­ 
semblance to others ate many. Mr. Tiina- 
yenis says iu his preface : 
My purpose iu this w rk has been to write a his­ 
tory of Greece based as far as possible on the testi­ 
mony of aulhorH contemporary with tho events nar­ 
rated. W hile I cheerfully acknowledge my obliga­ 
tions to Gibbon and Grote—the moot eminent of 
modern historians—a careful study of the Greek 
writers lias led me to differ from them on many im­ 
portant matters. The peculiar feature of the pres­ 
ent work, therefore, is founded on Hellenic sources. 
I have not hesitated to follow the Father of History 
in portraying the heroism and tho sacrifices of the 
Hellenes in their first war for independence, nor, iu 
delineating the character of that epoch, to form my 
judgment largely from the records ho has left us. 
Nor have I scrupled, in nurratiog the great civil 
strife of the nation, to base my assumptions and 
conclusions on the testimony of the inimitable his­ 
torian of the Peloponnesian w*ar. If I have misin­ 
terpreted the facts or failed to draw legitimate con­ 
clusions, it is because 1 must have misconstrued 
the meaning sought to be conveyed by my illustri­ 
ous ancestors. 
It is evident, that with all Mr. Timayenis’ 
originality, he has borrowed very liberally 
from other writers, and some of his passages 
placed side by side with those of Grote and 
Gibbon would lead the impartial reader to 
conclude that the Greek had poached beyond 
all reason. In short, Mr. Timayenis’ history 
Bavors strongly of a “ make-up ” without the 
credit accorded by quotation marks, and his 
preface in the light of these facts is more 
significant than prefaces usually are. The 
selections from Gibbon, Grote, Jebb, Cook, 
without, credit are altogether too numerous 
to be excused. Bat though the work is thus 
marred by plagarism it will be found to be a 
very fair history of Greece, and comes down 
to the very latest date, aud the facts of the 
history of the nation are condensed into 
two moderate volumes. However, this com- 
pilati n, though it has some original argu­ 
ments and passages, and Eorne new views, can­ 
not be recommended as worthy to supplant 
the “ humble ” efforts that have preceded it, 
and hence the student is advised to adhere to 
the established standards, even after he has 
satisfied his curiosity by reading this new his­ 
tory by Mr. Timayenis.

This is a happy compilation, handsomely 
illustrated and presented in a very attractive 
and convenient form. It consists of selec­ 
tions from Longfellow’s writings set under 
dates for each day in the year, and on oppo­ 
site pages the dates are repeated over half­ 
page blanks, with a line to each, naming, 
with a few exceptions, authors whose birth­ 
day occurs on that date. 
“Don John,”anotherof the No Name Series, 
is from the press of Roberts Bros., Bo tir, 
and is for sale by W. A. A C. S. Houghton, 
Sacramento. 
It is hardly a rival to any 
of the admirable fictions which have 
preceded it in this excellent series, wiiich 
is all the more charming because of 
the mystery which shrouds the authorship of 
the volumes. The story relates how a little 
Buttercup, in tbe person of the nurse to a 
wealthy lawyer’s infant, “ mixed these chil­ 
dren up,” aHd not a creature knew which was 
which. Unable to distinguish his son the 
lawyer brings up the boys together as bis 
own, believing that the gentlemanly instincts 
of the higher born babe will crop out and dis­ 
tinguish it as they grow up. One of them 
turns out to be the son! of honor, and the 
other (a scapegrace) is saved from shame by 
his compasión on several occasions. The 
model youth is adopted by the family as their 
own, and the other is informed of his ignoble 
birth. As a matter of fact, the “ Don ” ia 
the son of the nurse, but nobody ever knows 
this except the author. 
“ All Round the Year Verses from Sky 
Farm,” by Elaine Goodale and Dora Read 
Goodale, is a volume of poems from tbe press 
of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York. It 
includes the thirty poems issued in illustrated 
form in the volume entitled, “ In Berkshire 
with Wild Flowers.” These poems are of 
an excellent order of merit, coming from 
naturally poetic natures, and having the 
inspirational spirit about them. They are 
fresh, gentle, pure and sweet, and speak the 
gifted natures of their youthful writers, who

Glimpses of Kansas City, Et. Louis, Mem­ 
phis, Baton Rouge, New 
Orleans, Etc.

N ew O rlea n s, February 28, 1SS1. 
We bad to wait but two days at Denver 
before the blockade of snow was broken. 
There had been no trains through from 
Kansas City for a week. This road, the 
Kansas Pacific, seems to have more trouble 
from this source than either of the others, 
apparently from its location. 
While it 
has the advantage of being the shortest 
line, it cuts the elevations more, and the 
driving snow drifts into and fills the cuts, 
and as heavy snows are not tho rule, not 
being yearly expected, snow-sheds are not 
provided. An occasional fence, economi­ 
cally made, is now and then set ont to as­ 
sure the unwary that proper measures 
have been provided. But this road will 
have to be provided with several miles 
of Bnow-sheds between Denver and 
Kansas City, 
or 
it 
will 
become 
“ spotted ” by all posted travelers. The 
Denverite deems this road the favorite, 
but when the suowilakes fall he has con­ 
science enough left to give a fellow-mortal, 
who goes to him well recommended, that 
significant shrug of the shoulder which 
imparts uneasiness to tho inquirer. The 
weather having moderated, melted the 
snow, and tve were delayed when within 
a hundred miles of Denver about one 
hour, but arrived several hours behind 
time, owing to slow running aud the con­ 
dition of the road, broken rails having 
been found by the engineer. 
THE SEASON HAS BEEN BAD 
For the whole country, which consists of 
western Kansas, northern and central 
Colorado and southern Nebraska. The 
snow having been general and unusual, 
and as it remained so long, a large amount 
of winter feeding for stock has been cov­ 
ered up and thousands of head of 
cattle and sheep have died from starvation, 
and others will become so poor as to be 
nearly worthless. During the severe snow 
and wind storms the stock collect in the 
railroad cuts for shelter, and often the 
drifting snow and sand cover them up 
completely ; and so solid does this mixed 
mass become that the snow-plow can make 
but little headway, and the removal of 
the mass becomes the work of the pick 
and shovel. Experience will soon satisfy 
this people that stock must be provided 
with good shelter for a short time every 
year, and if the season is but usually cold 
the stock will be the better for the care 
given' them in the winter months. The 
railroads must fence the track and shed 
the deep cnts. 
KANSAS 
Seems to bo doing well aside from the 
great loss of stock the present season, but 
which we believe to be more particularly 
confined to the western portion of the 
State. Kansas City, Mo., commands a 
large portion of the trade and is a good 
business place. On the Kansas side of the 
Missouri river there is uow a town of a 
few thousand inhabitants. The large tine 
central depot is also there, and several 
very extensive packing-houses, where meats 
are put up and shipped direct to Eurspe, 
as well as to the markets of this country. 
Kansas City, Kansas, is destined to be an 
important point, a3 the immense outlay 
and business done by these packing houses 
alone is the nucleus for a good-sized town. 
We did Kansas City in a two-horse sleigh, 
in company with some others, visiting the 
principal streets, and also, the hills sur­ 
rounding, on which are located the resi­ 
dences, built mostly of brick but goodly 
in number, and many of them very large 
aud tastefully built. 
Leaving this place 
early in the evening we arrived at 
ST. LOL’18 
Early in the following morning in time to 
take a walk across the St. Louis Rail­ 
road bridge before breakfast was served 
at the Lindell. 
The new Southern Hotel 
is now ready for the finishing touches and 
the furniture. It is intended to occupy a 
whole block, and the old business corner 
now left will be built up to complete the 
Southern Hotel property as soon as a 
present lease expires, which has some two 
years to run yet. St. Louis is a conserva­ 
tive city, an overgrown town—a Western 
Philadelphia. It has firms, and several of 
them, that are thoroughly alive to her 
wants and her opportunities, but they 
seem, as it were, loaded down with a large 
number of business houses that have out­ 
lived their usefulness. Good fellows to 
entertain and approve some new boom or 
scheme, but are perfectly willing to let 
the other man boom. 
This town will 
never burn down, bankrupt, nor set the 
Western prairie on fire. It is a good city 
for Denver, Omaha or Kansas City 
to have 
back of 
them. 
It 
is 
a solid city built on lime-stone, and “ what 
God hath given it no man shall take 
away ”—its location. Its own natural in­ 
crease and advantages will assure it as one 
of the solid cities of the great interior. It 
has a countless number of brick and stone 
residences that will last and look well for 
a thousand years, and at this time there 
are many being built, some of them pa­ 
latial. The men that occupy these fine 
places are, many of them, well along in 
years, and evidently are men that have 
STAYED WITH THE TOWN 
These many years, and expect their off­ 
spring to do the same. We visited the 
water works, located on the north of the 
city, where the supply ia pumped from the 
river by four immense engines—two of 
1,200-horse power each and two of 2,000 
each ; capacity, 26,000,000 gallons per day. 
The water at this time has a coal-black 
sediment in solution and is very repulsive 
to one who has been in the habit of using 
a water of an unattractive creamy color. 
St. Louis is some eighteen miles on the 
river front, aDd from one to six railes back, 
and is said to cover some 40,000 acres, and 
there seems to be a rivalry among the 
house-builders as to who shall get the far­ 
thest out of town We here visited the 
private art gallery of H. L. Dausmau. 
We were accompanied by W. L. Marple, a 
California artist now located here. This 
art gallery is a credit to the city. While 
the-room is not large, yet it was doubtless 
designed to be ample for a private gallery, 
but the architect evidently did not realize 
the taste and wants of the builder, for Mr. 
Dausman has it and its approaches filled— 
in fact overcrowded—with a very choice 
and expensive selection from foreign 
artiste, costing probably over $100,000. 
A man who, in his selections shows the 
taste Mr. D. has done, is one of those who 
will not cease buying paintings. We took 
the Iron Mountain Railroad south from St. 
Louis, leaving in the evening, and next 
morning we arrived at Belmont, Mo., and 
crossed the Mississippi by ferry (taking 
train) over into the town of Colnmbus, Ky. 
At this point we took the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad to Hnmboldt, Tenn., and thence 
by the Louisville and Memphis road to 
MEMPHIS. 
It has all the appearance of a pioneer 
country from Columbus to Memphis, or 
rather of an old played-out section, and 
there is an evidence of a lack of thrift or 
enterprise. The railroad shows it. The 
cars are worn threadbare, the ties of the 
road are rotten, and the farms and small 
cotton plantations lock as though the own­ 
ers had lost all heart in their business. 
The early rains last season caught a great 
deal of the eotton crop out, and we saw the 
colored people ami some few whites in the 
small fields picking the cotton, which 


appeared weather-worn and injured. 
We were much 
surprised to see 
the amount of virgin soil lying un­ 
used ; and when the country enters on an­ 
other era of prosperity, as it surely soon 
will, people will find large sections of this 
country a new productive land, a new ter­ 
ritory, as it were, located in old States, 
but awaiting the push and enterprise of a 
new generation, a power held now in re­ 
serve, awaiting the near future when these 
States again start on their sure coarse of 
permanent progress. When near Memphis, 
some six miles, we passed the national 
cemetery located in a beautiful tract of 
land shaded by large oaks and other trees, 
nearly level and having evidently proper 
care. There are some 12,000 interments 
here, and the clean, grassy grounds studded 
with so many white head-stones, gives 
these hallowed grounds a terribly sugges­ 
tive, yet beautiful appearance. 
We found Memphis quite a busy city, 
bearing evidences of having seen better 
days, and possessing several good business 
houses aud some few nico residence», two 
or three of recent and modern style of 
architecture ; but generally the town is a’ 
a stand still, am! while it is located 
first-class for drainage, it seems sadly- 
neglected 
in 
this 
particular, and 
doubtless will remain iu its present 
condition until the country which 
ia tributary to it takes on its new life. 
While here we dropped into the theater, 
a lair one, to see Joe Emmett play “ Fritz 
iu Irelaud,” and found a good representa­ 
tive audience. The ladies were especially 
tastefully dressed, and the number of 
beautiful ones were much above the aver­ 
age seen at any theater we have attended 
since leaving the Capitol City. At Mem­ 
phis we took the Mississippi and Tennes­ 
see road to Grenada, and trorn that point 
the Mississippi’ Central to Jackson, and 
thence by the Vicksburg and Meridian line 
to Vicksburg. 
FROM MEMPHIS TO VICKSBURG 
We found the country more occupied, yet 
large tracts seemingly awaiting the more 
enterprising farmer and planter. By talk­ 
ing with some ot the residents it would 
Beem that the mass of the people are dis­ 
couraged with the condition of affairs gen­ 
erally, and are satisfied to exist from the 
rentals of their farms and plantations, 
which apparently do not yield ten-fold. 
The owners have no spirit of push in 
them, and perhaps never had, and the 
colored people lack ability for the 
necessary self-management. 
While at 
Vicksburg we visited the old battle-ground 
and breastworks, now melting away quite 
fast. We saw many of the “ dug-outs’ 
in the hills in the city wherein some of 
the people lived while the siege was going 
on. We also visited the national ceme­ 
tery, located some two miles or so to the 
north of the city—one of the most beauti­ 
fully-terraced and best-arranged fifty acres 
to be found in many a day. Here are 16,000 
intermeuts and all the necessary buildings 
required by those having the grounds in 
charge. We were here told that this is the 
largest lot of interments in any one na­ 
tional cemetery we have. The other 74 
(one in Mexico) have from three and four 
thousand up to the numbers given hereto­ 
fore. Grand total something over 300,­ 
000. 
The city itself does not amount 
to much. It has some live business firms, 
but there is a lack of enterprise, aDd the 
only building of note, the Court-house, has 
been located on what was a rugged eleva­ 
tion ; but having noticed that the grounds 
had been beautifully terraced and cared 
for, led us to ask who did it, aud the answer 
was, “ A TANKER OFFICE-HOLDER 
A Sheriff, we believe it was. He may have 
got away with them badly, but he cer­ 
tainly left them one example worthy of 
their attention and emulation. And we 
did note here 
one or two instances 
where parties were commencing to 
overhaul 
and 
beautify the grounds 
surrounding 
their 
residences. 
Ar­ 
riving at Vicksburg early in the morning 
we found time to visit the place and were 
in good time to board the splendid steamer 
Ed. Richardson, Captain Campbell, Conner 
clerk—a steamer of ample accommoda­ 
tions. We had telegraphed from St. Louis 
for quarters, and were well fixed for a 
grand trip to New Orleans, to note the 
beauties of the lower Mississippi, in com­ 
pany with a crowd of people bound to 
the same city to enjoy the Mardi- 
gras festivities. With a band of music and 
a jolly, happy crowd, and seated at the 
dinner-table of the steamer, at sunset we 
left the town of Vicksburg behiud. The 
trip down the river Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday was a succession of town, village 
and river-bank stoppages, loading cotton 
and cotton seed, taking on board excur­ 
sionists and discharging way freight. The 
steamer stops almost any and everywhere 
for the first two days, and by that time we 
had some 250 passengers, a large crew and 
some 6,000 bales of cotton. So much cot­ 
ton on board was there that we had to go 
on the hurricane deck to see the country. 
As one gets further down the river the 
cotton and Bugar plantations, with their 
small houses near the proprietors’ resi­ 
dences, make 
THE RIVER BANKS 
In many places appear like a succession of 
small villages. Baton Rouge is the most 
beautiful site for a city we have seen on the 
river below St. Louis. The elevation is 
quite sufficient and free from rugged bluff 
or dreary flatness. The old capitol build­ 
ing is now receiving additions to its eleva­ 
tion and also a renewed interior, and its 
old castle-like architecture, rising so much 
above the surrounding buildings and out 
on a beautiful elevation just back from the 
river, gives the foreground of this beauti; 
ful town a grand and noble appearance. 
As we approachNew Orleansthere seems to 
be more life and business aspect to all we 
see or see done, and it seems as if we were 
approaching American institutions again, 
and a locality where industry rules theinass. 
We note that w hile the owners of the 
river steamers pay the laborers who load 
and run the vessel some 560 per month and 
board, they are compelled to pay off each 
trip, which is equivalent to discharging 
and getting a new crew every trip, and the 
two mates have their hands full to get 
these men to do the work required of 
them. These wharfmen seem to be a tough 
set of fellows, and there appears to be a 
good opening right here for a more reliable 
and manageable class of labor. We notice 
that generally speaking the freed colored 
people are at work and in many directions, 
and are evidently gaining in mental 
strength and ability to do and care for 
themselves. 
1 his morning, as we are about to leave 
the steamer and step on Canal street (an­ 
other Market street of San Francisco), we 
learn that the city hotels and lodging- 
houses are full of visitors, and people are 
troubled as to what disposition to make of 
the vast throng. We soon fix on our 
course, by retaining the key to the steamer 
quartern, as per the offer and advice of 
Captain Campbell, which will fix us all 
right for two or three days. To-day the 
“ King arrives !” 
to-morrow “ Rome 
howls.”

Coffee Cake.—Here is a recipe for cof­ 
fee cake which is sure to please any one 
who is fond of ooffee “ as a beverage.” 
Take one cup of strong coffee, one cup of 
molasses, one cup of butter, one cup of 
sugar, one cup of raisins, and one of cur­ 
rants, four cups of flour, one nutmeg 
grated, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, half 
a teaspoonful of soda or saleratus, mix the 
butter, molasses and sugar together, stir 
the spices into the flour, dissolve the soda, 
stir the coffee and flour in by degrees, and 
lastly put in the fruit. 
Bake in a slow 
oven, butter the tin well, and unless you 
are sure your oven will not bake too hard, 
you had better put a paper in the bottom 
of the tin. This cake keeps well. With 
more fruit it makes a good fruit cake.

C a s t r a t i n g Cart. — W e have often 
heard of this mode of producing large carp, 
but never had a very clear idea of it, and 
have not yet., for that matter, but atten­ 
tion has just been called to an article in 
the Lr: ion Fishing Gazette, by J . H ar­ 
rington h ene, who saya : 
“ For the pur­ 
pose of accelerating the growth and im­ 
proving the size of carp, a method of 
castrating 
carp— a sort of 
caponizing 
process—was shown Sir Hans Sloane by a 
Mr. Tull. 
Sir Ilans subsequently showed 
it to George IV ., and gave a full descrip­ 
tion to Mr. Geoffrey, of the Paris Acade­ 
my of Science. 
I t appears from this that 
the ovary leads out of the part termed the 
cloaca, and the experiments consist in 
severing its ligaroentary muscles and the 
membrane, and after closing the wounds 
by means of a silk thread. 
The fish is 
afterw ard returned to the water, and the 
result is sai 1 to be an increase of verocious- 
ness and a decidedly superior flavor when 
brought to the table. 
C arp in U t a h .—Professor Joseph L. 
Barfoot, Fish Commissioner of Uiab, is 
introducing the carp and notifies all who 
have ordered them to be in readiness to 
receive them. 
Professor Barfoot labors 
under the disadvantage of having r.o funds 
provided by the Legislature to enable him 
to work. Still he is entitled to great credit 
for persevering and working up public 
opinion to the great advantages of fish 
culture, and for introducing the carp w ith­ 
out funds to meet the transportation bills 
unless those who wish them for their own 
w aters relieve him of the burden. 
U tah 
give the Professor a helping hand in his 
good work.—[Forest and Stream. 
Archery.—There is reason to anticipate 
an active archery season at Sacramento 
this spring.

AN INTERESTING CHAPTER ON NUMIS­ 
MATIC COLLECTIONS. 


High Prices Asked and Paid for Rare Coins 
and Medals—A Silver Dollar 
Valued a t $1,000 


RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 


Jewish F aith,” with its headquarters in 
Berlin, Germany, is a new thing in Jewish 
history. 
In Scotland during the last five years 
more new Baptist chapels have been built 
and more debts cleared off than in the pre­ 
vious 40 years. 
The report of the 
Pan-Presbyterian 
Council just issued gives the number of 
this denomination in the world at about 
3,000,000 of communicants. 
Mrs. Valeria Stone of Malden, Mass., 
gave the past year to educational institu­ 
tions of the Congregational denomination 
no less than $1,039,750. 
The death-list of ministers of the Presby­ 
terian Church has been very large since 
the meeting ot the General Assembly nine 
months ago. 
It numbers 71, against 76 in 
the previous twelve months. 
Dean Church’s memorial asking for tol­ 
eration for Ritualism in the Church of 
England has received the signatures of no 
fewer than 3,538 clergymen. 
The Protestant Theological College in 
Paris has 34 students this year, of whom 
24 are Reformed and 10 Lutheran, besides 
14 who attend from without. 
The Theo­ 
logical College of 
Montauban has 44 
students. 
The Church Times says defiantly that 
“ the faithful clergy have made up their 
minds not to recognize the Purchase and 
Ridsdale judgments, or any Prince, prelate, 
potentate or power that seeks to enforce 
them .” 
Madagascar has 70,125 church members, 
nearly 
seven-ninths as 
many 
as the 
Congregational Churches of 
Massachu­ 
setts. 
The London Missionary Society 
ha3 30 agents there, but nearly all the pas­ 
tors are natives. 
The Canterbury Convocation ba3 been 
prorogued till May 17th. 
The upper house 
passed a resolution deprecating legislation, 
and declaring that the authority to set le 
m atters of ritual is inherent in the episco­ 
pal oflice. 
There are in New York 238 Congrega­ 
tional churches, and 10 in Pennsylvania, 
with an aggregate membership of 34,360, 
and 247 ministers, of whom only 53 are 
pastors. 
There were 970 received last year 
on confession. 
The Rev. Lord John Thynne, D. D., 
sub-Dean of W estminster Abbey, is dead. 
He became Canon at W estminster in 1831, 
and was S2 years old. 
He assisted a t two 
coronations—those of William IV. and 
Queen Victoria. 
An anti-vivisection prayer-meeting was 
held recently in Edinburgh, but a number 
of medical students made such a noise that 
the meeting was closed sooner than was 
expected. 
There were singing, praying 
and a short address. 
A special meeting of the Synod of the 
Northern District of the American Province 
of the Moravian Church has been called to 
meet in Bethlehem, Penn., in May, to con­ 
sider im portant financial questions. 
The 
regular meeting of the Synod occurs in 
lfeS3. 
Robert Arthington, of Leeds, has lately 
offered the Church Missionary Society the 
sum of £5,000 for investm ent toward pro­ 
viding a fund for the maintenance of a 
steamer and a staff of agents on the Upper 
Binue and Lake Chad. 
Grave fears are en­ 
tertained for the safety of the Society’s 
agents on the Victoria Nyanza. 
The Prime M inister and Mrs. Gladstone 
have each contributed the sum of ten 
guindes to the fund for a memorial to the 
late Mr. Lowder, who was for some years 
Rector of St. Peter’s, London Docks. It is 
desired to raise £10 000, toward which £3,­ 
000 has been subscribed, for parochial in­ 
stitutions aud the building of a clergy- 
honse. 
Lady H arriet Bentinek, as sister of the 
late Duke of Portland, receives by his will 
about $200 000 per annum. 
Of her first 
year's income she has pledged $60,000 to 
various Protestant missions and institu­ 
tions in Naples, Italy. 
Of this, $20.000 
goes to the British Hospital and $20,000 to 
the Protestant school for Italian young 
ladies of the better class.

Somebody recently started a false report 
th at the American silver dollars coined in 
1878 were worth $2 each, in consequence of 
their scarcity and the efforts of coin collec­ 
tors to secure them. 
The result was that 
dealers in coins were deluged with offers to 
sell specimens of th at coin and with in­ 
quiries as to whether the report was true. 
Some time ago a similar story was circu­ 
lated with reference to the coinage of cents 
in the United States Mint in 1S14. 
I t was 
alleged th at in th at year there was a dis­ 
honest workman who was detected in the 
act of stealing a quantity of- gold. 
In 
order to screen himself from punishment 
and dispose of the evidence of his crime, 
he hastily threw his stolen gold into a 
crucible of molten copper th at he was pass­ 
ing. 
The story ran that the workman’s 
secret had become known, and that the 
pennies of 1814 were being brought up to 
extract the gold from them. 
Some idea of the extensive interest taken 
in the collection of coins and medals may 
be gathered from the fact th at in the year 
1880 there were thirty-seven sales of coin 
collections in the city of New York alone. 
The total value of the sales was about $50,­ 
000. 
W hen to this is added the sales by 
regular dealers, the total value of the Bales 
of coins and medals foots up $100,000 a 
year. 
Besides the Numismatic Society of 
New York, of which Professor Anthon is 
President, which has been ten years in ex­ 
istence, there are lesser societies m other 
cities, aud there is a growing interest in 
the subject. 
The literature ot the subject 
is extensive, and a coin collector’s journal 
is published in this city. 
Scott & Co. say 
they have the names of more than 20,000 
persons in the United States who are inter­ 
ested in numismatic matters. 
Some of 
these collectors have standing orders for 
certain pieces which they need to complete 
collections. 
The traffic is so extensive that 
there is a distinct m arket value for every 
rare coin and even a difference in price for 
different stages of preservation. 
The wear 
aud tear of ages reduces the value of a coin 
because the distinctness of the impression 
becomes defaced. Thus it not uufrcqueutly 
happens that one impression of a coin may 
be worth twice as much as another impres­ 
sion of the same coin. 
Looking over a large collection the other 
dav, the reporter asked : “ W hat is the old­ 
est coin you have ? ” 
“ Here is an .Egina coin dating 700 years 
before Christ. 
I t is a didrachma, and was 
a very common Greek coin. 
It is worth 
about $6.” 
“ Only $6 for so much antiquity ? 
How 
is that ? Does not a coin become more 
valuable according to its age ? ’’ 
“ By no means, unless it is rare and in 
demand as well as old. 
Many old coins 
are comparatively plentiful. 
Here are 
coins at least 2,000 years old that oau be 
bought for 75 cents, $1 or $2.” 
“ How do you know that they are gen­ 
uine ? ” 
“ By the same tests th at manuscripts 
and traditions and historical facts of all 
kinds are authenticated. 
There are socie­ 
ties not only in New York, but in Phila­ 
delphia, Boston, Pittsburg, 
and 
other 
places, where they make a study of these 
things, 
There is no more trouble in au­ 
thenticating an ancient coin than any other 
object of antiquity.” 
“ Have you any specimens of the ‘wid­ 
ow’s mite ’ spoken of in the Scriptures?” 
“ Yea ; they are not very scarce. 
Here 
is a coin issued by Pontius Pilate.” 
“ You have never found any of the silver 
piec s for which Joseph was sold ? ” 
“ No, there would be no means of iden­ 
tifying them, because they were not coined 
or stamped. 
The silver for which Judas 
betrayed his Master was coined money. 
The progress ot the art of coinage is a fair 
index of the progress of the ages. 
First 
there were only rude stamps on chunks of 
silver and other metal. 
Tuen the stamps 
were made larger, but no attem pt was 
made to fill out the mold. 
The more 
modern coins are perfect all over, the orna­ 
mental part covering the rim as well as the 
faces. 
Some of the medals that have 
been 
coined 
to commemorate 
various 
events have been beautiful specimens of 
die-cutting. There is naturally more scopo 
for the artist to produce a design on a 
medal. 
Here is a beautiful medal struck 
in 1830 to commemorate the fiftieth anni­ 
versary of the independence of Belgium. 
Tnere is cue of 1037. 
The subject is the 
siege of Breda in the Netherlands. 
Here 
is a double crown with the portrait of 
Ferdinand Ilf. and his wife. 
The original 
value was $2 ; it is now worth $15.” 
“ W hat are the chief coins of the United 
States that are worth more than their face 
value ? ” 
“ The silver dollar of 1794, with flowing 
hair, is worth $15. 
The silver dollar of 
1S04 is worth $200 to $700. 
The silver 
dollar of 1838 is worth $15. 
The half­ 
dollars of 1794 are worth $25; 1796, $50; 
and 1797, $10 ; of 1835, with milled edge, 
$2. 
An original half dollar struck by the 
Confederate States in 1S61 is worth $200. 
The quartrr-dollar of 1796 is worth $1 ; of 
1S23 and 1S27, $15; of 1853, 50 cents. 
The 20-cent pieces of 1877 and 1878 are 
worth $1 50"each. 
The. dimes of 1796 are 
worth 50 cents; of 1797, 179S, 1800, 1S01, 
1S02, 1803, and 1S04, are worth $1 each. 
In some cases there have been different is­ 
sues of the same com in the same year. 
One issue may be a rarity and the other 
issue may he plentiful. 
The only way to 
determine the value is to see what a piece 
will sell for. 
Of half dimes, an issue of 
1794 is worth SI ; of 1796, 1797, 1801, 
1803, and 1805, $1 each. 
The most val­ 
uable half dime Í3 of the issue 1802, which 
is worth $12 75. 
Three-cent silver pieces 
froni 1863 to 186S are worth 25 cents each. 
Those of 1S73 are worth 60 cents each.” 
“ How about the famous liberty pen­ 
nies ? ” 
“ There are many varieties, ard their 
value varies from 10 cents to $10, accord-’ 
ing to the perfectness of the stamp. Tbere 
are several kinds of the issue of 1793. One 
has lopg flowing hair, and the reverse has 
a chain with thirteen links. 
Another kind 
has a liberty cap and a wreath on the re­ 
verse. 
Another kind has a liberty cap and 
wreath of a different device. 
The rarest 
nickel penny is the eagle of 1856, which is 
worth 50 cents. 
The newspapers made so 
much fun of the device that it was with­ 
drawn from circulation very soon, and is 
now scarce. 
The most valuable half-ceut 
is the íb s u o of 1796, which is worth $5. 
The half-cent issues of 1836, 1S43. 1847 
and 1852 are worth $2 each. The half-cent 
issues of 1831, 1841, 1844 and 1846 ara 
worth $1 each. 
The half cents of 1S40, 
1842 1845 and 1848 are worth $1 50 each.” 
“ How about American gold pieces ? ” 
“ Many are worth more than their face. 
The $20 of 1S49 is worth $50. 
All the 
$10 gold issues from 1795 to 1801 are at a 
premium of from 50 cents to §2. 
Most of 
the [85 gold pieces from 1795 to 1SÜ7 are 
at a premium of 25 cents to $1. 
The 
price varies according to the coinage, with 
the large (r small eaNs n_e 1 in the Mint 
in those years. 
One stamp of $5 gold coin 
of 1815 is worth $25. 
A $3 gold piece of 
1875 is worth $4. 
Many of the quarter 
eagles are at a premium of 50 cents to $1. 
A 81 gold piece of 1875 sells for $2.” 
“ W hat is the most valuable modern 
coin ?” 
“ I t is a Confederate States silver dol­ 
lar, which is valued at $1,000. 
There 
were only a few of these coins struck. 
The Confederate Government had the dies 
made, and a few coins were struck at the 
New Orleans M int for the inspection of 
the Confederate officials. 
They found, 
however, that they had no silver, and no 
more were coined. 
Jeff. Davis says that 
he had one of these corns on bis person 
when he was captured, bat some one took 
possesion of it—he does not know who. 
Possibly it may be in circulation yet as a 
genuine coin of the United States. 
One ; 


side of the coin was in fact made with a 
regular die used in the New Orleans Mint 
to strike off United States silver dollars. 
The other side was specially devised for 
the purpose. 
The legend reads, “ Confed­ 
erate States of America.’ There is a shield, 
with bars and seven stars surmounted by 
a liberty cap. 
The shield is inclosed by a 
wreath composed of cotton and sugar 
stalks.” 
“ If this is worth $1,000, it would pay 
better to counterfeit it than a genuine 
coin ? ” 
“ No ; a counterfeit coin would be easily 
detected.” 
“ Then, a sa m atter of fact, one of the 
most recent coins is worth very much more 
than the oldest coins you have ? ” 
“ Yes ; here is a Cromwell shilling that 
is only worth $10. 
Here is an Athens 
tetradrachm which is worth only $10, 
though it is 3,000 years old. 
Here is one 
about 500 years older, worth $15.” 
“ How about political coins? ” 
“ There are some very curious ones that 
are celebrated, like the English coin that 
gave risa to the couplet, 1 Cooing aud bill- 
i 
like William and Mary on a shilling.’ 
xhe most celebrated in the history of 
American coin is the series that was issued 
to signalize the opposition to and support 
of the United States Bank in Jackson’s 
time. 
Both the friends and opponents of 
Andrew Jackson issued coins, and some of 
tne devices aud inscriptions were very 
funny. 
Similar coins were issued in Van 
Buren’s time. 
All these things are valua­ 
ble iu forming an estimate of the hight of 
political feeling at that tim e.” 
“ W hat are the most valuable collections 
In New Y ork?” 
“ The Numismatic Society has a very 
large collection, which is kept very close. 
A number of members have collections of 
value.” 
Coin 
collectors 
are 
not necessarily 
wealthy men. 
Many are clerks or school­ 
boys whose spire change ¡3 constantly de­ 
voted to this object. 
There is one man 
well known iu New York as a collector of 
gold, who is said to have at least $60,060 
worth. 
Yet, if yon were to see him in 
the street you might ask him to move your 
ash-barrel if you wauted to hire a man for 
th at purpose. 
Among the chief collections 
of New York City, besides those of Prof. 
Anthon and the Numismatic Society, are 
those of Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet, A. C. 
Zabriskie, C. F. Bnshnell and R. L. Stuart. 
Among the noteworthy out-of-town collec­ 
tions are those of L. G. P am lee and W. 
S. Appleton, of Boston ; F. H. Janies, 
Lancaster, N. Y .; George W . Parsons, 
Cleveland, Ü.; A. Dohrmann, San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Some very interesting information on 
this subject, in addition to th at given 
above, is found in the Essex Statesman, pub­ 
lished "at Marblehead, Mass. 
The States­ 
man's information is in the shape of an 
interview, which runs thus : 
Reporter—How do you find traffic thÍ3 
morning, Mr. B artlett? 
Mr. B artlett—The thing that I would 
pay the largest price for in proportion to 
the first cost is a copper cent of 1794 in 
good order. 
By good order I mean the 
date distinct, not defaced by being worn in 
the pocket, and free from rust. 
For such 
a coin I would pay $20. 
There are other 
pieces worth mure money, b at they are now 
so scarce th at it is well nigh impossible to 
obtain them. 
R .—W hat coins are worth more money ? 
Mr. B.—If you can find me a silver 
50-cent piece ot 1S04 I will give you your 
own price for i t ; for the very reason that 
I have a number of persons that would pay 
large prices for the purpose of completing 
a cabinet collection. 
K .—Is there any truth in the statem ent 
th at some coins are worth $500 or $1,000? 
Mr. B.—In the old coin business, as in 
any other, there are rings for the purpose 
of controlling the interests of speculation. 
If those rings can bull the m arket to their 
advantage they will do so ; but whether in 
their manipulations they have elevated the 
price to the figure you name I don’t know, 
in the western part of the country coins 
are in demand which in this section have 
no value at all, and vice versa. 
R .—Would you kindly give me the 
dates of coins for which there is a premium 
offered ? 
Mr. B.—1793, 1796, 1799, 1804, 1806, 
1809, 1811, 1S23, 1857, large, and 1856, 
small. 
These dates are for copper coins, 
and they all command a premium corre­ 
sponding to the quality of the piece. 
In 
silver money a silver dollar previous to 
1800 is worth from $5 up ; a dollar of 1793 
is worth $50. 
R .—When was the first money coined ? 
Mr. B.—The first American money was 
the pine-tree shilling, coined in 1652. 
For 
fifteen years they were all coined under 
the same date, bo if a man has a pine-tree 
shilling he don’t know when it was made. 
There are a great many in this part of the 
country, so they are worth but about $4 
or $5. 
It.—Are there any tricks in the trade ? 
Mr. B.—Frauds? 
Yes. 
In the year 
1815 trere were no cents manufactured. It 
beiug just after the war of 1S12, the Gov­ 
ernment had not settled down to business, 
and the M int made but very little money. 
Some persons, ignorant of this, aud ar.xiouB 
to make a collection, offer large sums for a 
coin of this date. 
This makes a demand, 
and the demand calls for a supply, so there 
have been cases where the cent of 1S13 has 
been altered so as to almost defy detection 
Again, the silver dollars of 1S04 is sought 
after, and counterfeiters have succeeded 
in making a coin very similar to the ori­ 
ginal. 


THE ELEPHANT’S SURGEON. 


The elephant-house has furnished Mr. 
B artlett with several patients on which to 
exercise his surgical skill. 
One of the In­ 
dian elephants some time since had the mis­ 
fortune to wrench off a portion of his 
trunk, which had got canght in a noose of 
rope, and the largest African specimen, 
whose huge proportions are well known to 
the frequenters of the gardens, met with an 
accident by which his tuBks were broken 
off; the stumps subsequently grew into the 
cheeks, causing it exciutiating pain, and 
necessitating an immediate remedy. 
The 
intrepid superintendent undertook to per­ 
form the delicate operation and relieve tho 
poor beast. 
Having prepared a gigantic 
hook-shaped lancet, he bandaged the crea­ 
ture’s eyes and proceded to his task. 
It 
was an anxious moment, for there was ab­ 
solutely nothing to prevent the animal kill­ 
ing his medical attendants upon the spot, 
aud to rely upon the common sense and 
good nature of a creature weighing many 
tons aud suffering from facial abcesses and 
neuralgia argues, to say the least of it, the 
possession of considerable nerve. 
But Mr. 
B artlett did not hesitate, aud climbing up 
within reach of his patient he lanced the 
swollen cheeks. 
His courage was reward­

SLANG OF THE STAGE. 


QUAINT AND CURIOUS TERMS HEARD IN 
GREEN-ROOMS. 


How Actors and Actresses Distort the Ver­ 
nacular— Significance of Many of 
the Words Commonly Us d

Theatrical slang is very mnch like any 
other slang. 
It is an outgrowth of those 
careless methods of speaking th at come 
upon people who acquire a contempt begot, 
ten by familiarity. 
At rehearsals by day 
and performances by night the actor is con 
tinually hearing stilted and unnatural lan­ 
guage such as no one ever UEes in ordinary 
conversation. 
On the stage the common 
workman uses better, or rathei more high- 
sounding, English than is ever really heard 
in the parlors of the wealthy. 
In the older 
comedies and in the tragedies the langHage 
is stiff and artificial, like an old brocade. 
The entire atmosphere th at surrounds the 
ac:or in the exercise of his calling is full 
of affectation. 
Hence he, by reversion of 
feeling, is probably more prone to the use 
of slang than other persons. 
I t is a com­ 
fort to him to walk off the stage, drop the 
language of blank verse^and assume th at of 
the Bowery. 
After declaiming inflated 
lines until he is hoarse, it is a joy to him 
to retire to the dressing-room and thire 
converse in phrases th at would be unintel 
ligible in a seminary. 
Nor are the women 
ot the stage without this same feeling. 
They are too often ready to indulge in the 
easy familiarity’ of slang. 
They will sit in 
the green room and chat with their friends 
in terms th at would be without meaning to 
all that part of the world which is not “ be 
hind the scenes.” 
There is no thought of 
indelicacy in their minds ; and colloquial­ 
isms that would be regarded with horror 
in a fashionable drawing-room are uttered 
in the green room w ithout wrong intent. 


SL A N G . 
The greater part of the slang used by 
actors is such as is familiar to every one. 
But they possess a large number oi terms 
which are unknown to the outside wcrld. 
The majority of these may be classed under 
the head of technicalities ; but many of 
them are aibitrary terms whose origin and 
reason for existence are puzzles. 
Indeed 
it is probable th at the most persevering 
etymologist would find it an overwhelming 
task to trace the derivation of any word 
that may be claisod as theatrical slang, 
with the exception, perhaps, of a few sim­ 
ple technical terms. 
The usage and special 
meaning of theatrical slang, nowever, are 
easy to ascertain, aud are not without some 
interest and amusement. 
The general 
term used to designate an actor is “ fakir,” 
a word which originally meant a magician. 
From it is coined the verb “ fake,” which 
means to im itate or sham. 
Few actors are 
willing to acknowledge th at other actors 
are good ; hence the slang of the theater 
abounds in terms used to designate had 
actors. 
Of these the most frequent are 
“ duffer,” “ snide actor” aud “ bum actor.” 
The “ variety ” player is looked down upon 
by the legitimate actor, aud is called a 
“ ham .” 
Actoia are like sailors ; they al­ 
ways believe the failure of a play is due to 
the presence of some unfortunate performer, 
and he is accordingly called a “ Jonah.” 
To all companies, actors, plays and theaters 
th at are not up to the standard of excel­ 
lence the epithets "q u e e r,” “ ta r t’’ and 
“ off color 
are applied. 
Fair woman, 
when not an adept in art, is called 


a “ d izzy d a m e. ” 
The society actor, whose triumpl.3 are gen­ 
erally made in elaborate drawing-room 
“ sets,” Í3 called a “ dress-coat actor,” in 
distinction from the actor of Shakespearean 
and other standard dramas, who belong to 
the “ legitimate,” and is generally regarded 
aj an “ old-timer.” 
The supernumeraries, 
those patient persons 
who are always 
silent, a ways 
awaiting a 
chance 
to 
speak and never getting it, are shorn of 
tlu ir dignified appellation 
and dubbed 
“ supes.” 
There is also that unhappy per­ 
former who has learned to be too fond of 
the cup that inebriates. 
He has several 
poetic 
names—“ gu/.z’er.’’ 
“ budger,” 
“ soaker” a ¡d “ gin fi nd.” 
W hen be is 
under the influence of his favorite bever­ 
age ho is said to be “ lush.” 
There is a 
custom of filling out the numbers of the 
chorus in comic operas with persons who 
do not sing, aud these interesting individ­ 
uals are known as “ dummies.” The man­ 
ager of a theater is always known as “ the 
governor.” 
The audience is always called 
“ the house,” 
Those who sit in the boxes 
and orchestra stalls possess the greatest 
charm for tho manager, for they pay the 
highest prices. 
The actor cares little for 
them, however ; they give him only “ kid 
glove applause.” 
The gentlemen who look 
down so kindly upon him from the gallery 
are his favorito», and he calls them “ the 
gods.” 
The leader of the orchestra is usu­ 
ally a great favorite with the actor, and is 
hailed familiarly as “ Dutchy,” “ Boss 
fiddler,” or “ catgut.” Actors in elevated 
positions are generally polite in their con­ 
versation, but many in the lower ranks al­ 
ways address one another as “ cully.” 
A 
favorite expression, in speaking of any 
friend, is “ his nibs,” and, if th at friend 
happens to enter the theater in a new coat 
be will probably hear one of his brother 
actors say to another, “ Ob ! stag bis nibs,” 
which means simply “ look at him .” 
This 
expression is sometimes varied by the 
charming words, “ get on to his nags.” 


STAGE EXPRESSIONS. 
The expressions uBed on the stage itself 
in reference to stage business arc numer­ 
ous. 
When anything is 
intentionally 
omitted from the te x t of a play it is said 
to be “ cut.” 
If an actor forgets his lines, 
and stops to think, he is said to “ stick.” 
One who bellows his words at the top of 
his voice, and tears a passion to tatters, is 
a “ spouter,” a “ ranter” o ra “ howler,” 
and is believed to be in the habit of “ eat- 
ingjícenes.” 
If, in addition to ranting he 
indulges in over-elaborate elocution, he is 
a “ mouther.” 
A comedian who depends 
upon unnatural grimaces to evoke the 
laughter of the multitude is said to “ mug.” 
One who makes a specialty of disguising 
iiis face in some hideous manner is said 
to “ mug up.” 
Sometimes au actor is dis­ 
pleased with the part allotted to him, and 
revenges him-elf upon the manager by 
“ guying 
th at is, making fun of his role. 
“ Guying” a¡30 applies to the act of intro­ 
ducing funny “ business” into a part for 
tho purpose of making other persons on the 
stage laugh. 
Some actors have a habit of 
interpolating expressions of their own iff 
the text. 
One who doe3 th at “ gag3.” 
These extempore phrases often please the 
audience, cut as a general thing the other 
members of the company think they are 
simply “ rot.” 
The curtain is often called 
the “ rag,” and 


T H E A C TO R’S D E L IG H T 
Is to see this “ rag ” dropped at the end of 
a long performance. 
However, he seldom 
grumbles if his part be full of tolling 
speeches, in which case it is “ fat.” 
The 
action on the stage is known as “ business,” 
which term is always shortened into “ biz.” 
If ?.n actor forgets his lines the prompter 
has to assist him, and accordingly is re­ 
quested to “ throw the word. ” 
The actor 
always knows his turn to speak from the 
last three or four words of the speech be­ 
fore his, which is called the “ cue.” 
Often 
when it is found th at a performance is 
dragging out its weary length to an in­ 
tolerably late hour, the actors are requested 
to “ comedown to cues;” in whicii ease 
the unfortunate author, if he is present, is 
made miserable by hearing many of his pet 
speeches mangled always bey.nd recog­ 
nition. 
Almost everyone who attends the 
theater often will notice that an actor, after 
saying something very emphatic or astonish­ 
ingly heroic, struts proudly down toward 
one corner of the stage. 
This significant 
movement is cailed “ taking stage,” and 
forms no little part of the routine of stage 
business. 
Tne unhappy variety actor, who 
is looked down upon by his brethren of the 
genuine dramatic guild, uses all of th u 
slang. 
There is one expression, however, 
which 
THE VARIETY MAN 
Hears more often than anyone else. W hen 
he makes his first appearance at a theater i 


it is customary In some cases for the man­ 
ager to stand in the entrance and watch 
him. 
Sorry bis lot if his act does not 
please “ the Governor,” for that dignitary 
immediately calls out in a cutting stage 
whisper: “ Come off.” The variety man 
is then demolished. 
He may, however, 
ancceed in making his way back into the 
manager’s good graces if he can “ bnzz” 
well—that is, talk well—and especially if 
he is good at “ blarney,” or flattery. 
But 
if he attempts to “ kick ”—grumble—he 
may as well at once have his came ‘ ‘ put 
up ”—advertised on the bills—at some 
other house. 
There, perhaps, he may be 
able to induce the manager to “ s ta r” his 
name—th at is, to Dut it in larger type than 
any other on the bill. 
B ut often the company goes traveling, 
or rather “ takes the road.’’ 
The advance 
agent has gone ahead; he has “ flooded 
the tow n” with “ dodgers”—small hand­ 
bills—ánd the company follows in his 
track, filled with expectations of making 
“ a h it,” for their play was “ a g o ” in 
New York, and the manager has visions of 
untold "d u cats.” 
An actor who makes 
iiis liviog entirely in traveling companies 
is know n as a 


“ b a r n s t o r m e r , ” 
And is said to be “ on the road.” 
Towns 
in which the company gives only one per­ 
formance are known as “ one night stands.” 
W hen a company reaches the place in 
which it is to play it is said to “ strike the 
tow n.” 
Some companies on the road are 
noted for their remarkable lack of ready 
cash. 
These organizations are in the habit 
of leaving town occasionally before the 
hotel landlord has collected Lie board bill. 
Those who do this are said to “ jump the 
tow n.” 
Companies which make a habit of 
jumping the town are known as “ fly-by- 
n ig h t” companies. 
But those organiza­ 
tions never last long. 
Sooner or later they 
are " s tu c k ” or “ busted.” 
The manager, 
if he happens to be an unprincipled man, 
“ slopes ;” aud the unhappy company, in a 
strange place, without money, are left to 
“ foot it ” or “ walk home on their uppers." 
The latter expression signifies that the 
soles of their shoes are gone. 
These un­ 
fortunate people finally reach New York, 
and there find themselves once more “ oil 
the curbstone ”—that Í3, standing around 
Union square, in the neighborhood of the 
dram atic agencies, 


WAITING FOR A “ SNAP,” 
Or job. 
A good “ snap” is one that 
“ pans out,” or pays w ell; ab ad “ sn ap ” 
is one iu which the manager forgets to pay 
salaries. 
Salary is called “ the g h o st;” 
and salary day is known as the time when 
“ the ghoBt walks.” 
The great brother­ 
hood of actors call themselves “ the pro­ 
fession,” in distinction from all other per­ 
sons, who are simply “ outsiders.” 
Out­ 
siders are generally looked upon as “gillies,” 
a class of beings beat described by the com­ 
mon slang term “ fresh.” 
The outsider 
who has any acquaintance w ith theatrical 
persons 
invariably “ braces” them for 
passes. 
If he obtains them, be becomes a 
deadhead.” 
A man who makes a busi­ 
ness of getting into theaters for nothing is 
known as a “ beat.” 
Some of these per­ 
sons are very young men of wealth and of 
fashionable families, who think it a fine 
thing to be on ■ familiar terms with some 
well-know' actor. 
The actor usually per­ 
mits the young man to pay for suppers 
and wine, calls him a good fellow, and, in 
short, “ plays him for a seeker ; ” which 
mean3, he gets all he can from his young 
friend and gives nothing in return. 
After 
all, however, the aim of the actor’s exist­ 
ence is to “ h o g ’e m ;” that is, to carry 
away his audience by the power and 
beautv of the art.

w hat they would like to do in the U nited 
States. 
A t N ew Y ork a Socialist m eeting 
cordially applauded the assassination of 
th e Czar. 
In San Francisco, on Thursday 
night, tw o Socialist m eetings were held. 
A t one of them a speaker nam ed Roney 
is reported as having said th a t he did not 
th in k th e death of th e Czar onght to be 
called a m urder. 
" If men stood in the 
“ w ay of th e people, th ey m ust step out, 
“ either b y th eir own volition, or by some 
“ other w ay. 
The necessities of the work- 
“ ingm en of th is country w ill 
compel 
“ them to have 
recourse to the same 
“ means 
of 
achieving 
th eir 
ends 
as 
“ th a t which actuated th e workingm en in 
“ foreign 
countries. 
If 
any killing 
is 
“ to b e done it will be done a t the proper 
“ tim e.” 
The m eeting th en adopted reso­ 
lutions declaring th a t in th e death of the 
C zar “ the first blow has been struck for 
“ th e abolition of wages and slavery all 
“ over th e earth ,” and intim ating th a t 
th is “ im pending conflict” is “ the same 
“ in all countries, and can result only in 
“ th e death of one of th e tw o adversaries.” 
A t the other m eeting one enthusiastic 
speaker observed, as appropriate to the 
occasion, 
‘t If I were an Irishm an in 
“ England, I w ould volunteer to cut the 
“ throats of th e m en who passed the 
“ coercion biiL 
Before God I would be 
“ one of those who would cut th eir throats 
“ from ear to ear.” 
Of course this m eet­ 
ing also adopted resolutions approving of the 
assassination of the Czar. These are illustra­ 
tive incidents. 
They fully bear out our 
rem arks on Socialist tendencies the other 
day. 
The plain and self-evident tru th is 
th a t these Socialists are m alignant ruffians, 
w ho aim a t th e subversion of all govern­ 
m ent, and who have no idea above th ro at, 
cu ttin g or cowardly assassinations. 
They 
are not Am ericans in sym pathy, training, 
or anything else, and while th e ir purposes 
..are eith er silly or infam ous, th eir ex­ 
pressions are indecent, 
brutal and dis­ 
m asting. 


“ If ever th e free institutions of Amer- 
“ icajare d estroyed,” observes Tocqueville, 
“ th a t event may be attrib u ted to th e un- 
“ lim ited authority of the m ajority.” And 
again he says : “ In all governm ents, what- 
“ ever th eir nature m ay be, servility will 
“ cower to force, and adulation will cling 
“ to power. 
The only meanB of prevent- 
“ ing men from degrading them selves, is to 
“ invest no one w ith th a t unlim ited au- 
“ thority which is th e surest means of de- 
“ basing th em .” 
These words have a very 
practical application to th e present situa­ 
tion and tendencies of th e A m erican peo­ 
ple. 
The agitation w hich has recently- 
been set up at the East, under the title of 
an “ anti-m onopoly m ovem ent,” is no t a 
new m anifestation, 
bu t m erely a novel 
phase of a national tendency w hich has 
been becoming more m arked for years. 
I t 
is in fact neither more nor less than the 
latest developm ent of th a t tyranny of the 
m ajority which is rapidly invading and 
conquering 
the 
dom ain 
of 
national 
ethics, and w hich has already delivered its 
assaults upon 
some 
of 
th e principles 
w hich are m ost absolutely indispensable to 
civilized dem ocratic governm ent. 
There are tw o prom inent tendencies of 
th e present tim e w hich are w orking to ­ 
gether for evil. 
T he one is th e disposition 
of the public to form opinions w ithout 
sufficient evidence. 
The other is the dis­ 
position of th e politicians, of th e Legisla­ 
tures, and even of the Courts, to set aside 
th e m ost venerable and well-established 
principles rath er th an p u t any lim it to the 
authority of the m ajority. 
Betw een these 
tw o influences th e safety of th e republic 
is threatened more seriously th an has yet 
been a t all adequately realized, for in the 
full developm ent of these influences is 
involved a condition of things wholly in ­ 
com patible w ith th e m aintenance of law 
and order and liberty. 
If the d an g ir con­ 
sisted only in the caprices of public opin­ 
ion ; if it could be ascribed to the ignor­ 
ance ®f th e masses, in short, it w ould be 
far less alarm ing. 
B ut the tru th is th a t 
the strongest im petus has been given to 
this m ovem ent from above, and th a t the 
people have no t y et advanced far enough 
to give effect to th e mischief laten t in the 
decisions of the Courts. 
The m ost serious 
evidence of degeneracy in th e judicial 
intelligence of the country is to be found 
in the steadily growing disposition to pal­ 
ter w ith those sim ple b u t sacred obliga­ 
tions w hich form th e very foundations of 
civilized intercourse, and lacking agree­ 
m ent concerning which neither commerce 
nor confidence would be possible. 
W e refer to the judicial assaults upon 
th e inform ing principle of the contract 
which have been p u t on record of late 
years. 
These rem arkable decisions m ay be 
traced 
in 
an 
unbroken 
line 
from 
the 
Chicago 
E levator 
cases 
to 
the 
decision 
on 
th e 
Thurm an 
bill. 
They em brace a series of propositions 
expanding in 
heterodoxy and audacity, 
and denying by degrees every right which 
protects th e m inority against th e m ajority, 
the individual against th e m any, or the 
corporation against the G overnm ent. 
In 
all these decisions the underlying inten" 
tion, conscious or unconscious, ha3 been to 
fortify and enlarge th e power of th e m a­ 
jority, and to restrict and dim inish the 
privileges and defenses of the m inority. 
In the Chicago cases it was held th a t the 
allegation of 
a 
“ public u s e ” 
in any 
business 
is 
sufficient 
to 
subject 
th at 
business to th e ty ran n y of 
legislative 
regulation. 
In th e T hurm an ease it was 
held th a t when th e U nited S tates enters 
into a contract w ith citizens, th e former 
are not bonnd to fulfill th eir obligations, 
bu t may hold th e latter to a strict account­ 
ability, 
or even go further, 
and alter 
the term s of th e contract after it has been 
executed, so as to inflict loss and injury 
upon the w eaker p arty . 
In all these 
cases the C ourt has tram pled upon th a t 
vital principle of good faith and honor 
which is essential to th e preservation of 
the social organization. 
Thi3 has been th e w ork of the Suprem e 
C ourt of th e U nited States, and not of a 
mob or of a Legislature of demagogues. 
These are th e latest, inapellable decrees of 
the suprem e judicial tribunal of the coun­ 
try. 
The principles th a t C ourt announces 
m ust govern u n til they are superseded by 
an equal authority, and therefore it is 
necessary to consider w hither these princi­ 
ples are leading us. 
Bearing in m ind w hat 
the Suprem e C ourt has done to form pub­ 
lic opinion, and to pave the way for radi­ 
cal and tyrannical legislation, let us pro­ 
ceed to exam ine th e agitation which has 
been set in m otion a t New Y ork against the 
railroads. I t cannot he said th a t this m ove­ 
m ent is altogether in the hands of ignorant 
persons. 
Ju d g e 
Je re Black is one of 
its m ost prom inent supporters, and he is a 
learned law yer. 
B ut in dealing w ith this 
question he has displayed a recklessness 
and disregard of fact and tru th such as 
are seldom encountered even in th e basest 
demagogue, and a quite interesting demon­ 
stration of this has recently occurred. 
Judge Black w rote a letter or m ade a 
speech before an anti-m onopoly m eeting 
in which he undertook to use figures, and 
he was rash enough to hazard the assertion 
as a statistical verity th a t th e railroads of 
the country had extorted front the people 
in one year th e enormous sum of $ 9 0 0 ,­ 


00 0 ,0 0 0 . 
This, said Judge Black, was the 
mere plunder of one y e a r; judge, then, 
how these corporations are robbing the 
people ! 


Now M r. A lbert Fink, Commissioner of 
T ransportation in N ew Y ork, is a gentle­ 
man who not only understands railroad 
business, b u t knoxvs how to p u t facts in 
th e m ost clear and convincing m anner ; 
and he has answ ered Judge B lack’s wild 
and foolish statem ents in a letter to the 
World new spaper w hich leaves very little 
of the great law yer undemolished. 
I t is 
in fact a m ost caustic and crushing ex­ 
posure of his gross ignorance and his reck­ 
less dishonesty, and any m an less case- 
hardened th an Judge Black w ould probably 
be silenced by so terrible and hum iliating 
a punishment-. 
In regard to th e alleged 
robbery of $900,000,(XX), Mr. Fish shows 
th a t on th e m ost liberal estim ate th e total 
earnings cf all th e railroads for the last 
year did r ot exceed £4SO,000,000, so th at, 
according to Judge Black, “ O ut of the 
“ to tal am ount of $480,000,000 paid bv 
“ the people to th e railroads for all sort* of 
“ freight transportation during th e year 
“ 1SS0, the people have beeu defrauded of 
“ $900,000.000.” 
T hat bubble is pricked 
very effectually, b u t this blunder is only 
one illustration of w hat is going on upon 
an ; 
> • • 
H srt.t 
.11 th e tim e, and it 
... ,.e .-.i/a to direct a tte n ­ 


tion. 
The danger arising from th e tyran­ 
ny of the m ajority íb terribly increased by 
th e tendency of th e majority to proceed 
ignorantly. 
T he w eighing of testim ony is 
one of the very last things thought of by the 
public generally, and unfortunately those 
who seek to serve them selves by flattering 
the masses are under strong tem ptations 
to encourage w hatever prejudices are prev­ 
alent, no m atter a t whose cost. 
In the 
case of the anti-m onopoly m ovem ent it is 
very certain th a t nearly th e whole agita­ 
tion rests upon misapprehension. 
Certain 
claptrap statem ents have been m ade by 
demagogues 
regarding railroad corpora­ 
tions, and these statem ents have been 
accepted as tru e w ithout the least in ­ 
quiry, and in a short tim e have come 
to 
be quoted as axiom atic. 
Take for 
example another of Judge B lack’s flagrant 
blunders. 
Several years ago a flippant and 
ill-informed w riter upon railroad m anage­ 
m ent stated as a fact th a t four trunk-road 
managers could m eet in a hotel parlor at 
New Y ork, and by clapping five cents a 
cental on the grain rate could m ake a dif­ 
ference of forty-five or fifty millions to the 
producers. 
T his statem ent has been re­ 
peated ten thousand tim es, b u t its u tte r 
absurdity has never been exposed u ntil now, 
when M r. F ink strips it bare in a m om ent 
by showing th at the w riter cited had taken 
the whole w heat crop of th e country as a 
basis for his estim ate, w hereas the four 
trunk-road m anagers could not, by putting 
five cents per cental on th e w heat th a t ac­ 
tually passed over th eir lines, have made 
a difference exceeding $2.000,000 to the 
producers. 
B ut Judge Black followed 
those who had gone before him in accept­ 
ing th is story w ithout inquiry, and if such 
a man as he is liable to be misled in this 
way, w hat can be expected from the m a­ 
jority ? 


A lm ost th e whole case against the rail­ 
roads is in fact composed of equally fra­ 
gile and u ntrustw orthy m aterials. 
I t is a 


fabric of falsehood, prejudice, credulity 
and malice. 
O ur readers know how often 
in this S tate the m ost formidable-seeming 
charges of the same kind have m elted 
away upon serious investigation, and how 
often a few words from a railroad official 
have exposed th e fallacies lurking under 
popular conceptions. 
In the E ast, how­ 
ever, there appears to have been even less 
disposition to serious inquiry than there 
was even here. 
The business men and 
law yers and people of New Y ork seem to 
have plunged headlong into the fight w ith 
even more precipitancy and perverseness 
than the W estern G rangers exhibited some 
years ago, and the w ildest nonsense is being 
accepted and paraded as justification for 
th e most radical and tyrannical legislation. 
This is a very serious state of affairs, and 
when we reflect upon th e exam ple which 
the U nited S tates Suprem e C ourt has set 
the people in this connection, we cannot b ut 
fear for th e future. 
F or it is plain to all 
who choose to perceive it th a t the later 
rulings of th a t C ourt have all tended to the 
introduction of excuses for m ajority op­ 
pression of the m ost comprehensive and 
outrageous character. 
N othing preserves 
society in any event bu t m utual confidence. 
Destroy th a t by throw ing the w eight of 
th e C ourts upon the side of dishonesty and 
chicane, and th e result is anarchy, but 
when to this dem olition ot th e confidence 
which cem ents society is added the stim u­ 
lation of m ajority tyranny by reckless and 
persistent m isrepresentation, it is difficult 
to see w here the evil will stop. 
In such a 
case th e very absence of lim itation to the 
powers of the m ajority m ust in no long 
tim e prove fatal to th e republic. 
W hen the people form false and injuri­ 
ous views, as a t present, and w hen th ey are 
encouraged 
not 
only 
to believe th at 
their 
safety 
dem ands 
hostile 
action 
against 
corporations, 
b u t 
th a t 
th eir 
sovereignty 
places 
them 
above 
the 
necessity of 
observing contracts 
faith ­ 
fully, 
it 
is plain 
th a t 
they are em­ 
boldened to exercise th eir power not only 
w ith great severity, b ut w ith a total disre­ 
gard of moral considerations. 
I t is under 
such influences 
th a t 
com m unities and 
nations have been led to repudiate th eir 
ju st debts, and even to insult and injure 
th eir creditors. 
I t was under such in­ 
fluences th a t th e Grecian Republics were in­ 
volved in hopeless social quarrels from the 
Peloponnesian 
W ar 
to 
the 
conquest 
of th eir country by 
Rome. 
I t was 
under such influences th a t th e people 
of 
those republics gradually proceeded 
from 
im posts 
to 
confiscations, 
from 
from confiscations to lawless plunderings, 
from lawless plunderings to bloody con­ 
tests, and thence to those aw ful culm ina­ 
tions of internecine strife which are illus­ 
trated by the case of M iletus, w here, when 
all other devices had been exhausted, the 
contending factions 
seized 
and cruelly 
slaughtered one another’s children. 
To such excesses is hum anity liable 
when the checks and balances of civiliza­ 
tion are w ithdraw n, and no man can doubt 
th a t the tendency of judicial interpretation 
in this country a t present is tow ards their 
elim ination. 
I t is impossible to teach the 
people to regard dishonesty in th eir cor­ 
porate capacity as permissible, w ithout 
m aking them individually depraved. And 
since th e stability of a dem ocratic repub- 
lie depends even more upon the integrity 
th an upon the intelligence of the m ajority, 
it follows th a t a dishonest m ajority can 
only produce anarchy and ruin and general 
collapse. 
T he tyran n y of the m ajority 
was never so menacing as to-day, because 
it is becoming more and more an irrespon­ 
sible power, divorced from moral influences. 


THE MEMPHIS DECISION. 


lb 


The decision of the Suprem e C ourt of 
th e U nited S tates in th e M em phis case has 
been cited quite frequently of late, as hav­ 
ing a direct bearing upon the relations of 
Sacram ento to its creditors. 
I t has eveu 
been asserted th a t the C ourt in this de­ 
cision has taken grounds which render it 
impossible for the bondholders of this 
m unicipality to proceed for th e recovery of 
their claims, and it has been intim ated 
th a t it is therefore unnecessary for the city 
to keep faith w ith its creditors. 
W e have 
no hesitation in asserting th a t those who 
have made these statem ents eith er have 
not read the M em phis decision, or have 
signally failed to understand it. 
The tru th 
is th at it has no application w hatever to 
the situation of S acram ento; th a t it does 
not in any way change th e relation be­ 
tw een this city and its creditors ; but that 
it affirms in emphatic and unmistakable 
term s th e continuance of aH the rights 
which creditors, in th e position of our 
bondholders, possess. 
The facts of th e M em phis case are, 
briefly, as follows : 
The 
Legislature of 
Tennessee annulled the ch arter of th at 


city, and just prior to the passage of [the 
repealing A ct the creditors of the city ap­ 
plied to the Circuit Court for a decree ap­ 
pointing a receiver to collect arrears of 
taxes and to levy upon the public and pri­ 
vate property of the city and its inhabit­ 
ants. 
This the Circuit Court did, the Leg­ 
islature 
meantime having repealed the 
charter, having resumed possession of all 
the public property of Memphis, and hav­ 
ing by another statute created a taxing 
district, to be adm inistered by a receiver, 
with fu'1 powers. 
This was the state of 
things upon w hich th e Suprem e Court 
was called to adjudicate, and it decided 
th a t since th e ch arter of M em phis had 
been repealed, and the Legislature had 
resum ed full control of the place on behalf 
of th e State, th e Legislature alone could 
exercise th e taxing power, and th e Courts 
could not tak e th a t a ttrib u te of sovereignty 
out of its hands. 
. 
The following extract from the decision 
will show how u tte rly inapplicable it is to 
the case of S acram ento: “ W hen creditors 
“ are unable to obtain paym ent of their 
“ judgm ents against m unicipal bodies by 
“ execution, they can proceed by man- 
“ dam us against th e m unicipal authorities 
“ to compel them to levy the necessary tax 
“ for th a t purpose, if such authorities are 
“ clothed by th e Legislature w ith the tax- 
“ ing power, and such tax, when collected, 
“ cannot be diverted to other u ses; b u t if 
“ those authorities possess no such power, 
“ or their offices have been abolished and 
“ th e pow er w ithdraw n, th e rem edy by 
“ the creditors is by an appeal to the 
• ‘ Legislature, w hich alone can give them 
“ relief. 
No Federal C ourt, either on its 
“ law or its equity side, ha3 any inherent 
“ jurisdiction to levy a tax for any pur- 
“ pose, or to enforce a tax already levied, 
“ except through th e agencies provided by 
“ law .” 
T his contains the real burden of 
th e decision. 
I t is perfectly clear th a t the 
rulings of th e C ourt can only apply to 
cities which, like M emphis, have had their 
charters w ithdraw n, and It Is equally clear 
th a t no State Legislature bu t th at of a re­ 
pudiating State like Tennessee would con­ 
sent to th e w ithdraw al of a city ’s charter 
to enable it to evade its ju st obligations. 
T here is, however, another im portant 
point in this case. 
T he Suprem e Court 
takes pains to state expressly th a t the 
doctrines it lays down in regard to M emphis 
do not apply to cases w here taxes are 
levied as the consideration of contracts. 
I t says th a t “ w here the tax provided is 
“ so connected w ith a contract, as the 
“ inducem ent for its execution, th e Courts 
“ will hold the repeal of the law to be in- 
“ valid as im pairing the obligation of the 
“ contract. I t isnot of such taxes, constitut- 
“ ing the consideration of contracts, th a t we 
“ are speaking, 
b ut of 
ordinary taxes 
“ authorized for the support of govern- 
“ m ent, or to m eet some special expendí 
“ tu re .” 
T his am ounts to 
an express 
exception of all such cases as th a t of Sac­ 
ram ento from the application of the rulings 
of the Court, independently of the fact 
th a t th e dissim ilarity of condition betw een 
this city and M em phis renders all analogy 
impossible. 
The whole argum ent in the M emphis 
case proceeds upon the assum ption th at 
the city ch arter has been w ithdraw n, and 
the m unicipal corporation lias been dis­ 
solved. 
The C ourt, as we have shown, 
holds in explicit term s th a t w here the 
charter has not been w ithdraw n, th e cred­ 
itors have recourse against the city by 
m andam us, and th a t laws levying tax js 
as the consideration of a contract cannot 
he invalidated in any event. 
A s Sacra­ 
m ento has made a contract w ith its cred­ 
itors, and as its m unicipal officers have 
been vested w ith th e necessary legislative 
powers to fulfill this contract, it is per­ 
fectly apparent th a t the Suprem e Court 
holds such fulfillm ent to be necessary and 
unavoidable, and whoever henceforth pre­ 
tends th a t the M em phis decision m akes an 
opening for m unicipal repudiation so far 
as we are concerned, m ay ju stly be charged 
w ith attem pting to deceive the public and 
to m isrepresent th e facts. 
An attem p t has been m ade to show th a t 
the C ourt’s ruling in regard to the exem p­ 
tion of public and private property sup­ 
ports th e erroneous views heretofore ad­ 
vanced. 
W h at the C ourt really says is : 
“ The 
private 
property of 
individuals 
“ w ithin the lim its of th e territo ry of the 
“ city cannot be subjected to the paym ent 
“ of th e debts of th e city, except through 
“ taxation. 
The process of taxation is leg- 
“ islative, and cannot be exercised other- 
“ wise than through th e authority of the 
“ L egislature.” 
A ll th is means is th a t 
when a city has lost its ch arter the Legis- 
tu re alone can provide for its taxation. 
W hen, as in our case, the city retains its 
charter, th e m unicipal authorities exercise 
the legislative power of taxation. 
B at the 
first citation m ade in this article com­ 
pletely covers the case so far as Sacram ento 
is concerned, and dem onstrates beyond all 
cavil th a t th e C ourt has laid down no doc­ 
trines which in th e least degree im pair 
the recourse of our creditors, or which pro­ 
tect us from th eir claims. 
W e m ust pay 
our debts, in short, and no aid or comfort 
for repudiation, direct or indirect, can be 
had from th e M em phis decision.

Russia 
will remain faithful to her friends,reciprocate 
the friendliness of all states, and act in com­ 
mon with other Governments in maintaining 
general peace.

Em peror 
wiil endeavor to 
strengthen her power, advance her welfare 
and secure her prosperity without detrim ent 
to others. 
These are the principles by which 
the policy of the Em peror will invariably he 
guided. 
The Em peror charges you to bring 
these declarations to the knowledge of the 
Governm ent to which you are accredited, 
and to communicate this dispatch to the 
M inisters of Foreign Affairs.

Almost every day, in some of the many 
newspapers of the world, accounts appear of 
the unaccountable disappearance of people. 
In fully half the cases, the veil of m ystery is 
never lifted. 
Men drop out of sight and 
denly, and their nearest friends are unable to 
trace the steps of their going. 
Sometimes 
the sad secret is covered by the word “ s 
cide,” again the unseating of reason leads the 
man astray and into regions from which no 
tidings of 
him 
ever 
come. 
Sometimes 
m urder is the 
shroud 
th a t covers 
the 
mystery, and makes it darker still, while 
in other cases kidnaping, shanghaeing or ab 
dnction serve to blot out individuals from the 
community where known. 
Sacramento jour­ 
nals bear the incomplete records of many 
mysterious disappearances. 
Perhaps the 
m st unaccountable was th at of C. S. Coffin, 
who left his bed in the night, and though 
soon missed, has never since been heard of, 
and of whose taking off not the slightest clue 
has been 
found. 
How. and when, and 
where, officer Chamberlain was done to his 
death has never been told for a certainty. 
Then, there are men who disappear, of whom 
the geneial public have never heard. 
They 
come into a city strangers, they disappear, 
and th at is the last ever known of them 
Often advertisements appear asking for in­ 
formation of. a 
missing 
bon, or father, 
or wife, or daughter, and of these cates the 
sequel is seldom made public. 
_ 
One of the strangest cases of disappearance 
was th at of A rfhur O’Neil, a well-known 
citizen, who was seen one evening near the 
corner of Fifth and L streets, and then had 
in possession several hundred dollars. 
From 
that moment he has never been heard of. 
Since then two thieves have been heard to 
say th at could a certain disreputable building 
(since destroyed by fire) speak, it would tell 
where lay the bones of A rthur O N oil. 
The 
cellar of the building was dug over by direc­ 
tion of officers Jackson and Swift, on this 
information, and people about the city were 
led to believe th a t the digging was for hidden 
treasure. 
I t is remarkable that the informa­ 
tion leading to this excavation came, as 
stated, through two thieves, who gave the 
first hint about the secret of the building, 
and these thieves made these statem ents 
when far apart, one in Sacramento and one 
in Elko, Nev., and to different persons, 
neither of whom knew of w hat knowledge of 
th at fact the other was possessed. 
This 
comes very near being a circumstance of the 
positive order, which wears the significance 
or truth. 
But O’Neil’s body was not found, 
and if it ever was hidden there it was removed 
before the officers got the scent. 
Again the mysterious disappearance record is 
opened, and again an entry is made in the 
fearful list. 
A man named Thomas P. P u r­ 
cell left W eaverville September 8, 1879, to 
attend the State F air a t Sacramento. 
He 
has not been heard of since, and is supposed 
to have been foully dealt with. 
He was 
known to have bad several hundred dollars 
on his person, and it is also known that he 
¡ tended to buy into some active business. 
He was about 35 years of age, was 5 feet 7 
inches high, and of dark complexion. 
He 
was of tem perate habits, never drank liquir, 
and was of good family. 
H e was devoted to 
his 
family 
and 
friends. 
H e was 
of 
good 
address, 
well 
educated, 
and was 
socially a companionable man. 
He had 
a sister 
named 
E lla 
P. Purcell 
living 
in V irginia City, Nev., also a married sister 
living in San Francisco. 
H e was in constant 
correspondence w ith his sisters up to the 23d 
of September, 1879. 
The last trace of him 
here was found to be on September 26, 1879. 
H e left W eaverville with a small old-style 
leather trunk, and also a leather hat-box in 
possession. 
Officer O. C. Jackson, of the 
Sacramento police force, has been working 
up the case ever since September, 1879, and 
is still on the search. 
H e wiil pay a reward 
of 850 for any information th at will lead to 
the discovery of the trunk and hat-box, 
in the hope th at there may prove to be clues. 
Purcell received a check for 865 while in 
Sacramento, from Lis sister in Virginia City, 
aud purchased a bill of goods a t a prominent 
dry goods store, and paid over to the mer­ 
chant the price asked. He left with the same 
merchant $46 on deposit, which still stands 
to his credit at th at establishment. 
Officer 
Jackson advertised the missing man in the 
R ecord-U nion and sent his photographic 
likeness to all the asylum? and hospitals and 
police stations and leading c-fficers in the 
Sta.te. 
H is 
picture 
has 
been 
recog­ 
nized by J . 
B. 
Stovall 
as 
th at 
of 
a man who had w ritten several letters in 
a Fourth-street stationery and book store. 
These letters were address to the sister in 
V irginia City. 
Answers came to him ad­ 
dressed to the care ot the stationer. 
One of 
these letters contained the $66 before referred 
to. 
The opinion of the officer now is that 
Purcell was shadowed 
by 
some human 
vulture, m urdered for his money, and his 
body successfully secreted, and tb at the mur­ 
der took place ia this city. 
The inquiry was naturally made of the 
officer yesterday why nothing beyond the ad­ 
vertisement which ran for two weeks or more 
has ever been published concerning this case. 
In reply, he says th at the family of Purcell 
knew of all the steps taken for liis discovery, 
as well as several other citizens, but public­ 
ity was avoided in order to further the 
search. 
In this endeavor a score or more of 
“ jobs,'’ as officers term them, were put up to 
lead suspected parties into “ tra p s” th at 
would disclose clues in the case. 
In these 
proceedings 
tests 
were 
applied, without 
their knowledge, to all who saw or knew Pur­ 
cell here, in order to evolve any possible 
facts. Purcell had been missing some months 
before the fact was discovered th at the man 
who left a deposit with the m erchant was the 
missing man, and this fact was evolved by 
the discovery th at the man who wrote the 
1-tters in the bookstore was Purcell, the 
sister having stated to whose care her letters 
to her brother were addressed. 
Publicity is 
now made of the case because officer Jack ­ 
son, Purcell’s family and the W eaverville of­ 
ficers confess tb at all their efforts to find the 
man, or what became of his baggage, have 
come to nought. 
H is trunk was a very pu- 
culiar one, and the leather hat-box, too, was 
an old-fashioned affair, and unlike auy other 
under the sun. 
They hope now th at the 
facts are given to the public, th at these a rti­ 
cles may be “ turned up,” and thereby a pos­ 
sible clue discovered.

the rear was the prior, all abashed, with 
h ishea ’ down,and appearing quiteashamed 
to show his ungilded crosier and moth- 
eaten mitre in white wool to the sun.

SCRAPS 
OF 
SCIENCE. 


Even so inflammable a material as cot­ 
ton can now be used for the construction 
of fire-proof buildings. 
It is converted 
into a paste—by chemical treatm ent— 
which becomes as hard as sfone. 
I t is 
molded into large slabs, and designated as 
architectural cotton. 
A magnetic sand, imported from the l ie 
of Bourbon, and since found near Morbi- 
hair, is said by M. Edard to have the 
property of rapidly reviving plautB which 
had shown pronounced symptoms of decay 
through disease. 
A new air thermometer, by M. Miller, 
consists of an iron support, fitted at its 
upper end with two tubnlures, in which 
are fixed the two tubes of the manometer. 
The closed branch bears a thread of opaque 
glass, soldered on its side at the point 
where the large tube joins the connecting 
tube. 
M. Colladon has found th at any tall tree 
may serve as a lightning conductor to pro­ 
tect a house, provided its roots enter damp 
soil. 
In the case, however, where the 
hcu3e stands between the tree and a pond 
or stream of water, the shortest path for 
the lightning from the tree to the liquid 
conductor may be tbrongh the house. 
A simple hygrometer can be made by a 
pieoe of catgut and a straw. 
The catgut, 
twisted, is put tnrough a hole in a dial, in 
which a straw is also placed. 
In dry 
weather, the catgut curls up ; in damp, it 
relaxes ; and so the straw is turned either 
to the one side or the other. 
Straws do 
not only “ show which way the wind 
blows,” you see. 
C. J. Kintner, of the United States 
Patent Office, believes that, judging from 
w hat has already been done in various ap­ 
plications of electricity, within the next 
decade we shall find our large telegraphic 
corporations operating 
their elevators, 
supplying motive power, heat and light 
throughout their buildings and electricity 
for their lines from one common source of 
power. 
A new method of producing fight from 
electricity has been, patented in England. 
Small balls of platinum or iridium are ar­ 
ranged at the ends of small platinum rods 
inclosed in pairs in the center of a suitable 
globe, and a rapid succession of sparks is 
passed between them, whereby they are 
raised to incandescent heat. 
A disad­ 
vantage is the noise attendant on the rapid 
sparks. 
Dr. Oscar Jennings, a physician of stand­ 
ing in Paris, writes to the London Lancet 
th at in the treatm ent of mental disease he 
has constantly used music, which calms 
and soothes the mind, and declares it to be 
too precious an agent to be neglected. 
This is both scriptural and poetical indorse­ 
ment. 
Saul of Tarsus was cheered by 
music, and the poet recognizes it as the 
soother of the savage breast, while Shake­ 
speare denounces “ he who has no music in 
his soul is fit for strategem and spoils.” 
I t will be remembered th at the artificial 
production of the diamond made last year 
by a Scotch chemist looked very much as 
though small diamonds had been fractured. 
None cf the specimens were perfect. 
All 
of them were fragments. 
A step in ad­ 
vance has been made, however. 
Dr. Mars- 
den has lately been able to effect the cry s- 
talization of carbon in the cubical form. 
Possessors of the most valuable gems need 
not be alarmed as yet. 
Dr. Marsden says 
his crystals are so small that they are of 
no commercial value whatever. 
It is well known th at if a long, dry tube, 
open at both ends, be held over a jet of 
burning hydrogen a musical sound íb pro­ 
duced, the pitch and quality of which vary 
with the length, thickness and diameter of 
the tube. 
It has been proposed, says the 
Electrician, to adapt such a tubs to the 
safety lamp underground, and to place it 
near a telephone in communication w.th 
another telephone in the manager’s office 
on the surface. 
The alteration of the 
sound, due to a greater or less admixture 
of gas with the 3ir of the mine, would 
warn the manager of the state of the at­ 
mosphere in the workings. 
M. L. Cruls ha3 communicated to the 
French Academy of Sciences note3 of ob­ 
servations which he has made at the Impe­ 
rial observatory, Rio Janeiro, on stars 
unfavorably situated for observation from 
the Northern Hemisphere. 
Some of these 
stars appear to possess a slow but well- 
defined orbital motion, amounting in some 
instances to about six degrees retrograde in 
forty-three years. 
They have been ob­ 
served heretofore only by Sir John Eer- 
schel at the Cape of Good Hope and by 
Capt. Jacob at Poonah, India, and it is 
from a comparison with these observations 
th at he has deduced the fact of motion. 
A dairying company of London has 
lately established a laboratory at which 
samples of milk received from farmers are 
subjected to chemical analysis. 
Prizes 
have been offered by the company, which 
are to lie given to those farmers whose 
miik-supply stands highest in quality dur­ 
ing a stated period of time. 
The samples 
of milk are carefully examined by the 
company’s analyst, whose analyses and re­ 
ports will decide the competition for the 
prizes. 
I t is expected that much valuable 
information respecting methods for pro­ 
ducing the richest possible milk will be 
secured in this way. 
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NEW FABRICS AND POPULAR STYLES FOR

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A t the present time there is not the least 
excuse for buying silk when it cannot be 
afforded, or when wool or cotton would do 
just as well. 
The cotton manufactures for 
dress purposes have been gradually im­ 
proving for several years past, or rather 
they have revived some of the styles that 
were known long ago, before silks became 
so common as to drive them for a time 
from the market. 
This spring they are 
daintier, prettier, more varied and more 
attractive than ever.

justice, for it is not so slazy a3 the linen 
batiste, and will not wear “ stringy ” as 
does the linen batiste, unless it is of the 
very highest grade, and then it is too 
costly for a majority. 
W hat is called cotton batiste is made 
like linen dress lawns. 
I t is “ sheer,” as 
ladies say, without being diaphonous, and 
fine as well as fair. 
1c comes in small, 
charming designs—some old English and 
some a modification of the J apanese. Some 
lovely patterns are in shaded blues, aud 
otherB in very dull buff, with minutest 
leaves and tiny brown berries in the deli­ 
cate designs.

Is still in the ascendant, and it depends 
upon women themselves to keep it so, or 
at best, so well sustained and protected 
th at any woman can wear it w ithout feel­ 
ing herself remarkable. 
A t present tbe 
short dress, as before remarked, is in the 
ascendant. 
The 
majority 
of 
evening 
dresses of silk, satin aud brocade, worn by 
young girls, are cut short, and spring walk­ 
ing and visiting dresses of the richest ma­ 
terial clear tne ground, so that they can 
be worn with comparative comfort. 
Un­ 
like the modes of some ten or fifteen ve*rs 
ago, which ran into all sorts of eccentrici­ 
ties and made those who indulged in it 
look like mountebanks, the style ot to-day 
is, or may be, modest, sensible and con­ 
venient.

pleats. 
The 
polonaise formed hollow pleats below the 
waist, which gave it the requisite fullness, 
and was girded just below the fine of the 
waist with heavy cord and tassels. 
The 
cape was straight and fined with silk ; the 
bood with dark-brown satin. 
The tone 
W'as dark-brown 
throughout, "which is 
much more elegant for out-door costumes 
than a striking contrast. 


THE NEW TWEED. 


The new spring tweeds for suits are ‘all 
wool—fine, soft, with an almost impercep­ 
tible rib, and 40 inches wide. 
They come 
in olive gray, brown, invisible green, and 
wine mixtures, at from §1 to §1 25 per 
yard, in New York, the cloth stripes aud 
minute checks being only SI aud very suit­ 
able for spring ulsters as well S3 suits. 
Two yards make a Scarborough ulster with 
double collar or hood, as preferred, and no 
trimming is required except a quarter of a 
yard of plain silk or satin as fining for the 
hood, and buttons which should be of dark 
smoked pearl. 
If the collar is used instead 
of the hood, the edges should be faced 
with silk and finished with several rows of 
stitching. 
The tweed suits are very simply made in 
three different stjdes. 
One is the Jersey 
princesse dress, and is very suitable and 
pretty for young girls. 
The fining for a 
Jersey basque is lengthened into a com­ 
plete dress, and upon it is mounted the 
outside of the basque-shape and a deep 
kilting which is headed by a wide sash laid 
in folds and knotted at the side or finished 
with straps. 
If the sash is silk or satin it 
should be gathered into a round knot upon 
the ends and completed with tassels, but if 
it is made of tweed the straps are more 
suitable. 
Another style consists of a skirt polo­ 
naise draped away from the front and ar­ 
ranged in a double pleat at the back and a 
cape, with hood or without. 
The skirt is 
arranged with three kiltings in front and 
one at the back. 
I t may be mounted upon 
a lining. 
A third style consists of plain cuirass 
basque and trimmed skirt, the latter ar­ 
ranged very much as the polonaise, except 
th at the back is draped, not full, however, 
and low down. 
W ith this and the jersey 
dress jacket is usually made to complete 
the suit, and this may have a collar of satin 
of the darkest shade to match, or a hood 
lined w ith satin. 
The bonnet may be a little capote of 
satin trimmed with feathers, or a dark 
mixed straw (Cabriolet) with a pretty 
bunfch of dark shaded leaves and field ber­ 
ries upon the side, and tapestry silk ribbon 
for bows and strings. 
A great deal of robbin’s-egg and gens- 
darme blue will be worn by young girls, 
these shades being particularly attractive 
in fine wool and in silk plush, which is 
used for mounting rather than for trim ­ 
ming, as it is usually confined to collar and 
cuffs, al.hough it sometimes 
reappears 
upon the skirt. 
Satin is also used by those 
who have grown tired of plush during the 
winter, and is preferred to brocade or fig­ 
ured fabrics. 
The new blue green or bird blue is not 
yet to be found in any but rich materials— 
satin, satin de lyon and the like—and the 
most expensive spring suits are made of 
it, and are trimmed with bands of beaded 
feathers which match exactly the different 
effects of color and have a wonderful 
effect. 


BONNET TRIM MINOS. 


The new spring bonnet has hardly as yet 
made its appearance, but the popular shape 
will be the Old English, the modern “ Cab­ 
riolet.” 
The cottage shape and the capote 
have also their admirers, but the capote is 
principally made in fabrics to match cos­ 
tumes, and being small is capable of being 
a sort of jewel upon tbe head. 
A very 
peculiar one worn recently had the form of 
a brown luminous beetle. 
It was all beads 
and a scaly material like brown cloth-of- 
gold. 
Another was of feathers made from 
the breasts of ducks. 
In the narrow in­ 
terior of tbe brim the feathers were scarlet, 
deepening into wine color. 
Dark mixed straws will be worn largely 
this season, trimmed with low hush leaves 
and berries. 
Fruits will, from present ap­ 
pearances, quite take the place of flowers, 
or will be mixed with email blossoms and 
flowers. 
The small blue German grape 
appears in clusters,. and might be mistaken 
for our own blue-berry. Some of the sprays 
are tangled up in very wild-wood fashion, 


and these are the most desirable. —[Hart­ 
ford Post Correspondence. 


NOTES ABOUT THE FASHIONS. 
Silk bonnets are in high favor and are 
made to match the toilet. 
The shooting jacket now go popular is 
becoming only to slender figures. 
Plush will be used upon sprmg costumes 
of cheviot, cloth and cashmere. 
U ncut velvet in changeable colors will 
be used this season as a dress trimming. 
Henry II. toques of plush or velvet are 
favorite hats both in Paris and London. 
The corsage bows of satin to be worn at 
the left side of the belt have reached ab­ 
surd dimensions. 
Embroidery and 
hemstitching in the 
highest styles of decorative art are now 
applied to table linen. 
The most fashionable porte bonhtur of 
the moment is the bracelet formed of silver 
medals. 
The old-fashioned flowing sleeves of lace 
are again popular. 
The wide directoire 
collars are worn with them. 
Dove-colored silk stockings embroidered 
in colors to match the toilet are tbo very 
latest novelties in French hosiery. 
Egyptian acarabees and South American 
beetles have been Bupplanted by locusts 
and Texas taran’ulas formed of gold aud 
enamel inlaid with imitation jewels. 
Bridemaids wear short veils of white 
siik tulle, and shoulder capes, and dainty 
monchoir muffs, formed entirely of white 
flowers aud edged with frills of rich lace. 
Chenille flowers aud foliage are very 
fashionable; they are used for coiffures 
aud the trimming of bonnets, and are 
especially 
pretty 
and 
effective 
when 
tw isted among the braids and coils of the 
hair. 
Brocaded and plaided Surah is much 
used for brides or spring bonnets. 
A pair 
of these broad scarfs like strings, with an 
A sacian bow on the crown of the hat, is 
all the trimming that is needed to trans­ 
form a winter bonnet into a bright-looking 
head-dress suitable to wear until the June 
breezes blow. 
The Louis XV. coat basques for street 
wear will continue in favor. 
The material 
for these coats is generally of black em­ 
bossed velvet, as they can then be worn 
over skirts of e\ery description. 
The coat 
requires very little garniture except the 
buttons, which m ust be very handsome. 
Steel lace is a novel fancy in millinery 
trimmings, although gold and silver laces 
retain 
their popularity, and 
Spanish, 
Nemours, Renaissance, and laces wrought 
m designs hi whjte Derbyshire spar beads 
and seed pearls have appeared in large 
quantities, aud are much employed in the 
formation of opera and reception bonnets. 
Newly imported costumea are ail bouffant 
in c fleet about the hips, but narrow, plain 
and clinging around the lower portions of 
the skirts. 
The sharply-peaked bodice is 
also a feature of these toilets, many of 
them having handsome fichus of lace to be 
worn over them. 
The general effect is a 
close resemblance to the costumes of the 
latter part of the eighteenth century. 
Some of the new spring bonnets are 
Btuddied with mock jewe-13, and some of 
the fancy braids are dotted with tiny straw 
buttons and crystal heads. 
The bright 
yellow straws have the precedence of the 
pure white, although the white chips are 
unusually delicate and beautiful, aud are 
exceedingly’ graceful in shape. The Belgian 
split satin braids and the Florence and 
Tuscan straw s are equally attractive and 
new in design. 
The new directoire mantle is made very 
long and is exceedingly graceful. 
This 
wrap is shirred over the neck and shoulders 
and is made of a dark bronze, or black 
vigogne, fined with gold-colored Surah silk, 
and trimmed with amber, bronze and gold- 
beaded ornaments. 
Sometimes the mantie 
is formed of heavy black Sicilienne, fined 
with crimson and trimmed w ith sparkling 
ornaments of jet and Hungarian cordB and 
spikes. 
Although the spring dress fabrics are ex­ 
ceedingly elegant in color and design, there 
is a noticeable and happy tendency toward 
simplicity of style in the formation of the 
garments made of this new material. Street 
costumes are made in the severe style so 
popular the past season—the Trinitariai 
dress being a decided favorite. 
This cos­ 
tume will be much in vogue during Lent, 
aud is invariably made of black. 
Another 
popular dress to be worn during this season 
is a short kilted skirt of black Hindoo 
cashmere, with a draping of the same ma­ 
terial laid over it in heavy upright folds. 
A jursey bodice is added, aud over this 
waist is worn a pelerine of black fur or 
plush.

NEWS FROM ART CIRCLES. 


M urat Halstead thinks th at there is a 
limit to importing Egyptian antiquities, 
and it would be wiser not to bring over the 
Pyramids. 
Granite for the tomb 
of Zachariah 
Chandler, and also for a status of Stone­ 
wall Jackson, is being cut at the Hallo well 
granite works in Maine. 
Miss Gardner, the pupil of Bouguerean, 
whose pictures have been reproduced in the 
Portfolio, has sent to Boston her “ Priscilla” 
and “ Returning Home.” 
The “ Joan of Arc,” by that clever yonng 
Parisian painter, Bastion !e Page, will form 
an. interesting feature of the coming ex­ 
hibition of the Society of American Paint­ 
ers. 
The portrait of Mrs. Hayes, by H unting­ 
ton, Bhows the amiable wife of the Presi­ 
dent standing near a drinking fountain. 
She wears a cameo medallion of the Presi 
dent. 
In Memorial Hall at Harvard the latest 
ornament is a stained glass window in 
memory of Rear-Admiral Charles H. Da­ 
vis, of the C la3S of ’52. 
On one side is 
Columbus, on the other Admiral Biake of 
the British Navy. 
The paintings in Biston from the San 
Donato sale comprise “ Interior of a Butch­ 
er’s Shop,” by David Teniers, and “ The 
U surer," by Gabriel Metsu. 
I t appears 
th at the collection has not yet been defi­ 
nitely acquired by the Museum. 
A romantic story is told of Hiram Pow­ 
ers th at in bis early boyhood he had a 
dream of a white woman standing on the 
other side of a dark, swift river, whom he 
wished to reach, but could not. Thi3 dream 
haunted him until he began to model in 
clay. 
IIe considered it a prephetic intim a­ 
tion th at he was destined for a sculptor. 
Mrs. Oakey describes W ashington Ali­ 
sten in 1S31 as poetic in appearance. 
“ I 
think in wearing a green coat he showed 
his taite in the color most becoming his 
clear, pale skin, and white hair. 
He was 
very ac- raecive, and his 'powers of story­ 
telling, especially of telling g‘io3t stories, 
were wonderful. 
It was said tn at he be­ 
lieved in ghosrs, aud one is inclined to be­ 
lieve so from his impressive relation. 
He 
was very quiet a t dinuer, and his voice at 
all times was low and sweet.” 
A t Montreal they are making ready to 
destroy one more of the buildings which 
have a history and keep the city still a little 
different from ten thousand others. 
This 
is the residence of the early Governors, 
built in 1701, and known originally as the 
Chateau do Ramezay. 
In 1725 it was sold 
to the Ind a Company, which used it as a 
trading post. 
In 1775 Brigadier-General 
Wooster, of Montgomery’s army, estab­ 
lished in it his headquarters. 
Benedict 
Arnold was there the following year, and 
entertained, 
among 
others, 
Benjamin 
Franklin. 
I t stands almost in the center 
of the city, opposite the new City Hall, 
which is a monument of architectural plati­ 
tude costing half a million of dollars. 
U A rt should at once publish an article on 
this building under the department called 
Vandalisme.” 
The designs accepted for the new build­ 
ing of the Boston A rt Club are by W. R. 
Emerson. 
The work of Mr. Emerson, 
says the Boston Herald, as well as th at of 
Richardson, M cKim aud several other lead­ 
ing architects, is strongly imbued with a 
mediaeval fiavor, and the present design 
is in form, on the whole, more Roman­ 
esque than the “ neoclassic” renaissance 
of the Queen Anne. 
Tnere is considerable 
resemblance to the ancient architecture 
of the Rhine, for example, particularly 
in the curved lines of the helmet roof 
of the tower, and of the dormers. 
There 
is a picturesque, but not disorderly, irre­ 
gularity in the distribution of windows. 
The material will be of brick, the stone 
trimmings of a harmonious hue, and it is 
designed to use carved brick-work freely 
in the ornamentation. 
The most serious 
objection made to the plans comes from the 
artist members, who complain of the lack 
of sufficient gallery space, which, it is said, 
is really not so great as th at in the pres­ 
ent club-house. 


W a j.l P ockkts.— One of the prettiest 
wall pockets is made of a largo, round 
Japanese f in, old or new, it makes no dif­ 
ference. 
Tnat portion of the fan which is 
covered with the paper, is covered on both 
sides with silk, satin, or silk silicia, in any 
color desired. 
Tuis may be hand-painted, 
embroidered, or with simply the transfer 
pictures put upon it. 
The edges of the 
covering, where they meet at the edges of 
the faD, are neatly whipped together, of 
course first being turned in. 
The pocket 
piece, which is placed upon one side, is 
liued with the same covering as is put upon 
the fan, and may be made of cauvas, a 
piece of plaited straw, or a piece of an old 
h a t; in the event of its being straw it may 
be brushed over with black or brown paint, 
or gilded. 
In the center of the pocket 
piece is put an ornamental bunch of wheat 
rice, and dried grasses, with some loops of 
ribbon of a pretty contrasting color. 
This 
pocket is a little larger than the fan, so 
that when its edges are tacked to the 
edges of the fan it will bulge out slightly 
as a pocket ought to. 
The whipping along 
the edge is covered with a heavy silk or 
woolen cord ; a good picture cord will do 
whenever necessary, or pretty knots of 
ribbon can be added. 
The fan is then sus­ 
pended by a loop of ribbon. 
The cost of 
making one of these is but a trifle over 
the time required, and they can be made 
either of the large or small-sized Japanese 
ronnd fans. 


T he A r tis ts P a ra d isr.—The Chicago 
Times quotes from a lttter written by an 
art student at Munich, as follows. If some 
of the statem ents are singular the main 
fact is pretty evident, namely, the pleas­ 
antness of life students in the capital of 
Southern Germany : 
“ I t is the artist’s 
paradise ; and now, even more than in sum­ 
mer, for the A rt School is in Bession with 
its 470 students, and the resident artists 
have returned from their trips to the 
mountains and villages with fresh studies 
and sketches. 
And, then, too, the quaint 
old city itself, its narrow streets, big 
houses, and wonderful roofs and chimneys, 
its courts and cloisters, chnrohes, and 
hellers, built in the centuries ago—oh, it’s 
fine ! 
W e at home build more custly, com­ 
fortable, and healthful bouses, but some 
way the spirit of beauty that hovered over 
the building of these thick walled, stuc­ 
coed, brown-roofed houses has escaped us. 
The Munich art may not be so refined as 
the art of Paris, possibly not bo simple 
and great, but to au American it seems to 
be all that can be wished for. 
I t is a fact 
that Americans educated here have been 
more successful at home than those who 
have had the advantages of Paris.” 


Sleeping im a C old R oom.—There is a 
prevailing belief that sleeping in a cold 
room is healthy, but facts accumulated 
prove that it would be Bafer to say sleep­ 
ing in the cold does not generally do harm. 
If any person wants to sleep safely in a 
cold room he m ust have a large space, or 
else the room must have bad windows and 
doors or very porous walla. 
In order to 
keep the atmosphere of a room good there 
must be a continuous change of air equal to 
about 2,200 cubic feet per hour for each 
person. 
Experimenta made in rooms with 
brick walls show th at with a difference of 
temperature of 34* Fahrenheit, 60’ in and 32* 
ont doors, the air changed at the rate of 
2,600 cnbic feet in one hour, but with a 
difference in tem perature of 7* Fahrenheit 
the change amonnted to only 780 cnbic 
feet per hour, and the opening of a window 
of eight sqnare feet could raise the change 
I

A S h o rth a n d M achine.— A Paris dis­ 
patch to the London Standard of February

“ An interesting trial of a 
new stenographic machine was made in the 
Chamber this morning in the presence of 
M. Gambetta and a number of other offi­

members. 
The mechanism, 
which is an Italian invention, is worked by 
a kind of key-Loard similar to that of a 
small piano, and the stenographic signs, 
not unlike those used in the ordinary 
French 
shorthand, 
are 
automatically 
printed on a continuous ribbon of paper. 
The signs registered, of course, represent 
sounds, irrespective of spelling, and the 
machine can be used by a person unac­ 
quainted with the language spoken.

down a speech read, at average speed, in 
Italian, and one read in French by M.

Saulsbury said he rose not to object to the 
vote of the Vice President, but to express the 
opinion that he had not the power to decide 
in a question of this character. I t was an 
assumption of power by the Vice-President 
unwarranted by the Constitution.

THE PORK PROBLEM.

Noyes cables that the French Government 
has agreed that all pork loaded upon ships 
before the passage of the French decree con­ 
cerning pork imported from the United 
States, shall be admitted into France, subject 
only to inspection, and with as little delay 
as such examination permits. 


THE EXTRA SESSION QUESTION. 
W a sh in g t o n , March 18th.—The belief 
that an extra Bession will be called has gained 
such strength to-day that it is now almost 
universal. There is the highest authority for 
stating, however, that although the chances 
certainly incline that way, the matter is not 
yet decided, and that the general expecta­ 
tions may yet very possibly be disappointed. 
THE FORTUNE BAT OUTRAGE. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 18th. — Secretary 
Blaine took up the Fortune Bay outrage 
where Evarts left off, and for a few days has 
been cabling almost constantly with Lord 
Granville. As a result, the latter proposes 
to leave the whole matter for decision to 
Secretary Blaine and Sir Edward Thornton. 
If they disagree they are to name a referee, 
whose decision shall be accepted by the two 
Governments as finaL Our Government is 
now considering this proposition. 


STANLEY MATTHEWS’ APPOINTMENT. 
W ashington, March 18Ül—The prospects 


of a favorable report from the new Judiciary 
Committee on Stanley Matthews’ nomination 
are not considered encouraging by his friends, 
for, although Edmunds is absent, and Thur­ 
man is no longer in a position to oppose it, 
there is only one member of the committee 
(I.atoar) who strongly favors his confirma­ 
tion, ar.d Bayard and Davis of Illinois will 
continue to exert their powerful influence iu 
committee to delay or defeat it outright, 
while Conkling. and Logan and Ingalls are 
likely to regard it as a legacy of the Hayes 
Ad ninistration with very little favor, even 
if they do not range themselves actively with 
its oprienents. The programme of Mr. M at­ 
thews’ friends, in the event of the threatened 
delay in committee action, is to move to dis­ 
charge the committee and bring the case be- 
I >re the Senate for a direct vote ; but, on 
the whole, they appear to have but little 
hope of success. The impresssion is abroad 
also that President Garfield sent in this name 
only in pursuance of his general policy to 
renew all recent nominations made by Hayes 
which failed to receive action, and that he is 
really apathetic iu regard to Matthews’ con­ 
firmation. 


PACIFIC COAST AND THE SESATE COMMITTEES. 
W ashington, March 18th.—Following is 
a compendious statement of the committee 
places allotted to the Pacific coast and Col­ 
orado Senators by the final action of the 
Senate to-day : Miller is made a member of 
the Committees on Foreign Relations, Naval 
Affairs, Mines and Mining and Epidemic

mittee and the Committee on Civil Service. 
It will be observed that the Democratic 
Senators this session ore given each three 
places and the Republicans at least four each, 
which exactly reverses the arrangement dur­ 
ing the last Congress. 
MAHONE PROVIDED FOR. 
Mahone, a member of the majority on the 
question of organization, is given four places, 
one of them being the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Agriculture. His other posi­ 
tions areonthe Committees on Naval Affairs, 
PcBtoffice aud Post Roads, and Education 
and Labor. 
THE CHINESE TREATIES. 
W ashington, March 18th.—In the execu­ 
tive session to-day, the Chinese treaties were 
taken from the table and referred to the 
hewly appointed Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations. They will undoubtedly be reported 
back with a favorable recommendation early 
next week. The committee now consists of 
Senators Burnside, 
Conkling, 
Edmunds, 
Miller, Ferry, Johnston, Gorman, Hill of 
Georgia and Pendleton. Edmunds will be 
absent iu Florida during the rest of the ses­ 
sion, and at least five of the remaining mem­ 
bers will favor the ratification of the treaties 
without amendment. 


THE MISSOURI LAND SWINDLES. 
W ashington, March 18th.—It was on the 
recommendation of Secretary Schurz that 
the St. Louis land swindlers were arrested. 
The Secretary obtained the information on 
which he acted from a friend. It is believed 
at the Land Office that the ring have fraudu­ 
lently obtained titles to more than 1,000,000 
acres of public lands, most of which they 
have sold to innocent settlers, who therefore 
have no valid title to the land they occupy. 
A Government official says it rests with the 
Secretary of the Interior and Attorney- 
General to decide whether civil suits shall be 
hegun at once to vacate titles to these lands. 
It is believed that whatever is determined 
upon it will be so arranged that the blow 
shall not fall too heavily upon the thousands 
of duped settlers, whose hitherto undisputed 
titles to their homes have been rendered 
invalid by this exposure. 
THE SCENE IN THE SENATE. 
New Y ork, March 18th.—The Times' 
Washington special describes the scene in 
the Senate to-day thus : The chamber was 
filled on the Republican side with members of 
the House and other well known persons, 
among them George C. Gorham, Mahone’s 
guide, philosopher and friend ; Chief Justice 
Waite and E. Pierrepont. The Democratic 
Senators were not in a hilarous mood. 
Their 
countenances were those of mourners at 
funerals. Behind their desks was a dim row 
of clerks, witnessing with solemn interest the 
proceedings which would deprive them of 
snug positions. 


o r g a n iz a t io n o f t h e h o u s e. 
New Y ork, March 18th.—The Herald's 
Washington special says : The Republicans 
will have no difficulty in organizing the 
House and electing their Speaker and other 
officers. They have a majority of their own 
number, and they will probably have the 
assistance of the Virginia Readjusters, who 
will not go into the Democratic caucus, and 
of the Missouri GreenbackerB, who are Re­ 
publicans. It is also said that Spear, Inde­ 
pendent of Georgia, will not go into the 
Democratic caucus.

brought here this morning by the Belle of 
Memphis. The.Captain has returned to the 
scene of disaster with a tug to secure the 
barges.

St. L ouis, March 18th—The towboat John 
Means, which exploded her boilers and sank 
at Osceola last night, was valued at §30.000, 
and was insured for 810,000. The accident 
was the result of gross neglect. 


P o rk P a c k in g O p e ra tio n s a t C hicago. 
Chicago, March 18ch.—Howard White & 
Co. give in their Commercial Bulletin to-day a 
detailed statement of packing operations in 
Chicago for twelve months ending March 1st. 
The exhibit is highly gratifying. The returns 
show an increased business, both for the sum­ 
mer and winter months, the aggregate being 
the very largest number of hogs ever packed 
in any city in the world in any one year. 
The total number packed was 5,752,191, or 
an increase over the preceding twelve months 
£>f 1,071.554. Of the whole numher there 
were packed during the summer 2,971,117, 
and during the winter 2,719,864. Although 
the supply has been so liberal, there has been 
a corresponding urgent demand for home 
consumption and foreign export during the 
twelve moths. Two leading houses have 
packed the enormous number of 2,376.469 
hogs, an average of 198,000 per month, Their 
aggregate business exceeds that of any other 
city in the West, and thrir- operations equal 
nearly one-seventh of those of the entire 
West. The receiot3 of live hogs during the 
vear were 7,059,355, and the shipments, 1,­ 
394,990. 
T he C a n n o n -C a m p b e ll Case - In te rv ie w 
M 'ilh th e M orm on D elegate. 
C h e y e n n e (Wyo.), March 18th.—A Leader 
reporter has had an interview with Cannon, 
the Mormon Delegate to Congrets. Cannon 
expresses confidence in his ultimate victory 
over Campbell. 
He says all the lawyers and 
Congressmen iu Washington agree that he 
cannot be kept out of his seat. The idea was 
suggested that the next House, being Repub­ 
lican, would keep him out in the cold.

Silver and gold mines are being 
discovered in all the mountains, two large 
petroleum oil belts are being operated, and 
immense soda lakes, sufficient to supply all 
the glas3 factories of the country for a century 
have just been purchased by glass makers, 
who will erect works. 
Farms in northern 
Wyoming are being rapidly taken up, and 
new counties are organizing. Three new 
railroads will be built in the Territory this 
year, and buildingand other improvements are 
going on on all hands. The Territory, which 
has more than doubled its population in the 
last decade, will undoubtedly quadruple in 
the present decade. 


T he O p iu m C lause o f th e C h in ese T reaty . 
N ew Y o r k , March 18th.—The Sun says : 
There are Western politicians and editors 
who take exception even to the slight con­ 
cession to China in the opium clause of the 
new treaty, which prohibits a citizen of the 
United States from engaging in the opium 
traffic through Chinese ports. Their argu­ 
ment is that it is an injury to the property 
and business of American citizens to pro­ 
hibit their taking part iu the opium trade, 
and that this ought not to be acceded to in 
return for a limitation of Chinese immigra­ 
tion—the maiu point here. There happens to 
be no foundation for this, for the opium im­ 
ported into the United States for medical 
purposes comes from Indian, not Chinese 
ports, and that imported into China passes 
through the bands of British subjects under 
the protection of English arms. Few or no 
Americans are engaged in the trade, so much 
of the drug as is brought to the United States 
for smoking being imported wholly by Chinese 
firms.

St. Louis, March ISth.—The Republican 
to-morrow will publish an article ou the nar­ 
row-gauge railroad system of Mexico, which 
gives information not before made public. 
The statement is derived from the highest 
authority, and may be believed. The Mexi­ 
can Government has granted very liberal 
subsidies to the projectors of the enterprise, 
who have organized under the name of the 
Mexican National Construction Company, 
with ex-Governor Hunt, of Colorado, Mana­ 
ger, and J. W. Palmer and James Sullivan 
occupying official positions. The road is to 
be known as the Mexican Central, and 
will 
be 
practically 
an 
extension 
of the Denver and Rio Grande road, al­ 
though under a different organization. 
Un­ 
der the provisions of tbe grant, the Mexicau 
Nations! Construction Company is required 
to build, first, an interoeeaaic line from the 
City of Mexico to the Pacific Ocean, passing 
through Taiuca, Maravatte, Acamboro, Msr- 
lea, Zitnona and Lr.piedad to Manzanillo, or 
between that point and Navidad ; second, an 
international line from the City of Mexico to 
the northern frontier, commencing at the 
most desirable point between Manvatio and 
Morelia, then through San Luis Potosí, Sal- 
tila and Monterey to Laredo, on the Rio 
Grande, or between that print and Eagle 
Pass. Although the grant was issued last 
fall, but 
few 
if 
aDy 
of 
the details 
have been published. 
The company is re­ 
quired to complete 277 miles of road every 
two years. The iateroceanic lice must be 
completed within five years, the international 
within eight years from 1. st September. The 
required gauge is three Eugli-h feet. The 
company, in transferring any of its rights, is 
required to finish its line before any part of 
it can be alienated. 
Any other company re­ 
ceiving such transfer must have a capital 
stock of not less than 81,000,000, ten percent, 
of which must be paid iu and the liability 
limited 
to 
the 
par 
value 
on 
the 
shares under the subsidy 
proper. 
The 
Government gives the company 811,265 per 
mile of road constructed on the line from 
Mexico City to the Pacific, and 810.460 per 
mile on the line to the northern frontier. The 
Government 
will 
begin 
to 
pay 
the 
subsidy on the completion of the first ninety- 
two miles on the line from Mexico to the 
Pacific. 
Freedom from impr.rt duties on all 
supplies needed in the construction of roads 
is guaranteed by tbe Government. 
Passen­ 
gers and merchandise in transit are not to be 
taxed, or the mails either, ail of which will 
be freed from customs or port duty for 
twenty-five 
years 
from the 
completion 
of 
the lines, 
and 
freedom 
from 
all 
Federal, State and local taxes for fifty years 
after completion is also guaranteed. To in­ 
demnify the Government against a failure to 
build the line bv the parties asking the con­ 
cession, James Sullivan deposited 8300.000 iu 
cash in the Monte Defiedad, which is to re­ 
main on deposit until sixiy-two miles from 
Mexico City to the Pacific are completed. 
The amount can then be withdrawn, and an 
equal amount of first mortgage bonds of the 
railroad company be substituted therefor. 
The entire line, when completed, will be 
about 2.000 miles long. 
The Republican also has information from 
a high official of the Denver and Rio Grande 
Company that the road will be completed to 
Laredo within two years. The line is now 
finished to Santa Cruz, New Mexico, and is 
being vigorously pushed southward. 
An in­ 
completed road from Corpus Christ], Texas, 
at the mouth of the Rio Grande, to Laredo, 
has recently been purchased by the Denver 
and Rio Grande Company, and a forty-mile 
gap in it will be finished as speedily as the 
grading and track-laying can be accom­ 
plished.
